Common’s  Hall,  Capitol, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.,  August  8th,  1876. 

.The  Grand  Lodge  convened  at  10J  o’clock,  A.  M.,  pursu- 
ant to  the  Constitution. 

It  was  called  to  order  by  the  G.  W.  C.  T.,  who  introduced 
to  the  members  His  Excellency,  Gov.  Brogden. 

Gov.  Brogden,  in  an  eloquent  address,  welcomed  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  Capitol. 

The  G.  W.  C.  T.  then  introduced  Brother,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Norman,  who,  on  behalf  of  Hickman  Lodge,  warmly  wel- 
comed the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  hearts  and  homes  of  the 
Good  Templars  and  citizens  of  Raleigh  in  a few  chosen 
words.  He  sketched  the  history  of  the  Order  in  the  State 
and  urged  fhe  members  to  progressions. 

The  Rev.  W.  C.  Bowman,  of  Bakersville,  responded,  and 
in  glowing,  terms  thanked  the  previous  speakers.

The  G.  W.  C.  T.  then  read  his  report  as  follows : 

Eeport  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Temp“ar. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  0.  G T.y  of  North  Carolina: 

Brothers  and  Sisters: — I rejoice  that  it  is  my  happy  privilege  in  this 
the  Centennial  year  of  our  country’s  history,  to  greet  you  in  your  Fifth 
Annual  Session.  From  everjr  section  of  the  State  you  have  come  together 
as  the  voice  of  your  several  Lodges,  to  legislate  not  only  for  their  benefit, 
but  for  the  State  at  large.  Upon  your  action  depends  in  large  measure  our 
future,  ahd  I therefore  pray  you  to  enter  upon  your  trusts  with  earnest 
zeal,  subserving  all  personal  considerations  upon  the  altar  of  the  Order’s 
good.  It  is  a source  of  gratification  that,  by  the  kindness  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  we  are  met  to  talk  over  battles  fought  and  victories’ won,  and  not 
irretrievable  reverses  and  defeats.  Two  years  ago  when  I was  called  to  the 
exalted  position  which  I now  fill,  it  was  with  fear  and  doubting.  The 
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Order  was  new,  and  comparatively  untried.  We  had  no  District  or 
County  Deputies,  nor  had  there  been  held  any  District  or  County  Conven- 
tions. Since  that  time  the  organization  of  these  have  been  established  and 
we  are  now  rapidly  approaching  their  full  development.  All  through  these 
two  years  we  have  labored  to  systematize  the  work,  to  cultivate  the  fields 
already  occupied,  as  well  as  to  extend  the  area  of  our  usefulness. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  DONE. 

At  my  request  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary  has  prepared,  after  much 
labor,  a condensed  report  of  the  State  of  the  Order  in  each  County  and 
District,  so  that  you  may  see  at  a glance  the  work  that  has  been  done,  and 
something  of  what  there  is  to  do.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  several 
of  our  Lodges  have  surrendered  their  charters  during  the  year,  yet,  when 
we  remember  the  general  stagnation  of  business,  and.  with  it  the  depression 
that  all  moral  enterprises  feel,  we  still  have,  advanced  in  numerical  as  well 
as  in  influential  strength.  In  the  organization  of  new  Lodges  the  work  has 
not  been  left  so  much  to  the  Lecturer  as  formerly,  but  has  been  heartily 
entered  into  by  our  District  and  County  Deputies. 

DISTRICT  CONVENTIONS. 

In  my  report  at  your  last  session  it  was  recommended  that  the  State  be 
re-districted,  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  possible  for  each  Lodge  to  be 
represented  in  its  District  Convention.  For  some  cause  the  suggestion  was 
not  adopted.  Still  feeling  the  absolute  necessity  of  such  a change,  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  it  was  made;  upon  which  basis 
we  have  been  working  during  the  past  year.  Conventions  have  been  held 
in  the  First,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  Dis- 
tricts, and  with,  perhaps  one  exception,  all  of  them  have  been  enthusiastic 
and  profitable  meetings.  As  the  result  of  these  Conventions,  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  Secretary’s  report  that  the  order  in  these  Districts  is  most  pros- 
perous. The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  District  Conventions  lead  us  to 
conclude  that  any  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  looking  to  their  further  de- 
velopment is  of  first  importance.  Once  get  your  districts  thoroughly  or- 
ganized with  active  Deputies,  and  the  work  of  instituting  and  building  up 
Lodges  will  be  an  easy  matter.  I submit  for  your  consideration  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Third  Distritt  Convention  at  its  last  session — that  the 
Grand  Worthy  Secretary  furnish  to  each  Lodge  Deputy  a blank  for  a re- 
port of  the  condition  of  his  Lodge  to  the  District  Deputy. 

COUNTY  CONVENTIONS. 

These  bodies  have  been  very  important  auxiliaries  to  the  District  Con- 
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ventions,  and  the  Work  of  our  Order  generally.  But  few  Counties,  com- 
paratively have  enjoyed  their  benefits,  but  it  only  needs  an  examination 
into  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  in  those  Counties  to  reveal  the  power  and 
need  of  such  Conventions.  As  with  the  District,  so  with  the  County  Con- 
vetitions,  they  need  attention  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  I therefore  re- 
commend that  some  plan  for  their  guidance  be  adopted* at  this  session. 
And  that  whenever  there  shall  be  five  or  more  Lodges  in  any  one  County 
that  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  appoint  a Deputy  pro  tem  for  such  County,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  at  once  to  call  a Convention  of  said  Lodges.  • But  at  their 
first  session  they  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers.  The  County 
Deputy,  however,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  upon  their're- 
commendation. 

LODGE  DEPUTIES. 

This  office  is  seldom  properly  appreciated  by  the  Lodges  electing  them  or 
the  persons  accepting  the  position.  It  is  not  understood  that  he  is  the  per- 
petual representative  of  the  G- W.  C.  T.  in  his  absence,  and  as  such,  obli- 
gated to  see  that  the  laws,  rules  and  usages  of  the  Order  are  properly  and 
strictly  carried  out.  We  do  not  mean  that  he  is  to  interfere  with  the  W. 
C.  T.  or  the  Lodge  in  the  government  of  the  same  so  long  as  no  wrong  is 
done,  but  that  he  shall  not  permit  infringement,  or  evasion,  or  as  has  been 
done  a total  disregard  of  our  laws.  Nor  should  he  allow  anything  but  a 
correct  rendering  of  the  signs,  salutations,  &c.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all 
our  Lodges  in  the  future  will  exercise  great  care  in  the  choice  of  their  Dep- 
uty, and  that  said  officer  will  faithfully  discharge  his  trusts. 

NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

This  trouble  has  found  its  way  into  every  jurisdiction  in'the  land.  Es 
pecially  so  during  the  stringent  times  through  which  our  country  has  been 
passing  for  the  last  two  years,  and  the  report  of  your  Secretary  will  show 
you  what  sad  havoc  it  is  making  in  our  ranks.  The  reports  of  the  Lodge 
Deputies  made  to  me  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  exhibit  the  fact  that  every 
Lodge  has  placed  its  dues  at  the  lowest  figures  possible,  in  some  instances 
;just  enough  to  pay  Grand  Lodge  tax,  and  yet  the  evil  has  not  been  cured. 
It  is  a sad  commentary  upon  the  earnestness  of  a member  that  can  pay 
high  rates  in  other  Orders,  spend  money  fol1  useless  so-called  luxuries  and 
yet  fail  to  pay  the  small  sum  asked  by  his  Good  Templar  Lodge.  We  are 
not  alone  in  our  trouble  on  this  score;  it  is  found  in  every  Church  and 
every  Lodge  of  whatever  name  in  the  land.  But  can  we  not  suggest  some 
way  of,  at  least,  checking  it  ? Let  the  Lodges  be  careful  in  selecting  their 
Financial  Secretary,  and  let  him  be  prompt  in  sending  out  bills  and  col- 
lecting up  the  dues. 
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OUR  FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

By  reason  of  the  change  in  the  time  of  holding  our  annual  session,  we 
are  this  year  deprived  of  the  receipts  of  one  quarter  and  one- half  of  the 
Lecture  tax,  as  well  as  the  returns  of  all  Lodges  organized  since  the  1st  of 
February.  Hence  we  are  not  able  to  present  seemingly  so  favorable  a con- 
dition as  formerly.  But  it  is  estimated  that  the  receipts  of  the  quarter  now 
due,  will  amply  cover  all  our  liabilities.  We  have  reason,  therefore,  for 
congratulation  and  encouragement,  but  need  to  be  careful  in  our  legisla- 
tion for  the  future.  After  careful  examination  into  the  rate  charged  by 
other  jurisdictions,  and  the  experience  of  two  years  as  your  chief  executive, 
I am  thoroughly  convinced  that  no  reduction  should  be  made  in  the  per 
capita  tax.  But  if  the  Lecturfi  tax  is  to  be  retained  let  it.  be  collected  quar- 
terly. 

THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  AGE. 

This  bone  of  contention  comes  to  us  again.  The  experience  of  the  pres- 
ent proprietor,  Bro.  W.  J.  Edwards,  is  that  of  all  who  have  preceeded 
him.  He  has  worked  hard,  and  plead  earnestly,  and  yet  fails  to  get  suffi- 
cient support  to  the  paper  to  save  him  from  loss.  With  the  number  of 
Good  Templars  there  are  in  North  Carolina,  this  should  not  be,  and  yet  it 
is  so.  How  to  overcome  this  difficulty  I am  unable  to  see,  but  feel  certain 
that  something  real  tangible  must  be  done  at  this  session- or  we  may  expect 
to  be  without  an  organ — a result  to  be  greatly  deplored.  Perhaps  the  paper 
has  not  been  all  that  some  have  desired,  but  it  has  “been  more  than  the  pat- 
ronage has  justified,  and  therefore  no  blame  can  attach  to  the  proprietor. 
I leave  the  matter  for  your  careful  consideration,  recommending  that  a 
Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  suggest  ways  and  means  for  its  contin- 
uance and  better  support.  And  if  the  paper  is  to  be  continued,  I hope  that 
each  Lodge  will  appoint  one  of  its  members  as  correspondent  for  the  same. 
In  this  way  the  paper  might  be  filled  with  items  from  every  seetion  of  the 
State,  and  keep  us  posted  all  the  time  as  to  our  progress.  Also,  it  is  hoped 
* that  many  of  our  members  who  are  given  to  newspaper  contributions  will 
give  the  publisher  a helping  hand.  This  I have  done  for  the  past'two  years 
and  have  written  many  columns  for  it  without  remuneration  whatever. 

THE  PRESS. 

Many  of  our  political  papers  are  doing  good  work  by  preaching  total 
abstinence.  A large  per  cent,  of  these  public  teachers  are  members  of 
our  Order.  No  greater  power  than  the  press  is  in  the  land  for  good  or  evil, 
and  we  ought  to  be  encouraged  at  the  signs  of  progress.  Its  editors  have 
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freely  and  generously  lent  its  columns  to  Conventions,  and  Lodges  and  in- 
dividuals, who  desired  to  advocate  total  abstinence  doctrines;  and  many  of 
them,  by  their  own  hands,  have  hurled  ‘.‘shot  and  shell  ” at  our  enemy. 

VISITING  LODGES. 

As  intimated  upon  accepting  re-election  last  year,  I have  been  able  to  do 
but  little  visiting  among  the  Lodges  during  this  term.  In  all  about  thirty. 
This  has  been  a source  of  as  much  regret  to  me  as  it  could  have  been  to 
any  Lodge.  My  business  relations  have  been  such  as  to  forbid  iny  absence 
from  home.  While  this  has  been  so,  I have  not  been  unmindful  of  the 
great  need  existing  for  visitation  from  those  iu  authority,  and  have  en- 
deavored, whenever  it  has  been  possible, -to*go  in  person  or  send  a repre- 
sentative to  such  places  as  seemed  to  demand  it.  Our  Lodges  at  this  time 
really  need  counsel  and  advice  from- those  capable  of  giving  the  same.  We 
have  now  230  Lodges  in  good  standing.  If  we  should  turn  our  attention 
to  strengthening  and  properly  instructing  these,  we  should  derive  more 
benefit  than  from  the  institution  of  new  ones.  For,  after  all,  the  members 
are  the  ones  upon  whom  rests  the  duty  of  enlisting  public  attention  and 
sympathy. 


DECISIONS. 

'Question.  Should  the  name  of  the  accused,  with  the  charge,  be  read  in 
open  Lodge  ? 

Answer.  Yes,  in  justice  both  to  the  accused  and  to  the  other  members 
of  the  Lodge.  This  decision  has  since  been  confirmed  by  the  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Lodge. 

Q. ues.  Has  a District  Deputy  aity  power  to  grant  dispensations  to  set 
aside  any  part  of  the  Constitution  ? 

Ans.  No.  He  has  no  assumed  powers  whatever. 

THE  JUVENILE  TEMPLARS. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  this  department  during  the  past  year.  At  the 
last  session  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  an  attempt  was  made  to  strike  the  word 
“ tobacco”  from  the  pledge,  but  proved  unsuccessful.  Your  General  Su- 
perintendent, Bro.  Ramsay,  informs  me  that  his  greatest  trouble  in  this 
work  is  that  part  of  the  pledge,  and  becoming  discouraged  early  in-  the  year, 
he  has  about  abandoned  the  undertaking.  But  we  should  take  it  up  afresh. 
In  other  States  the  office  of  General  Superintendent  is  filled  by  a lady,  and 
it  might  be  better  for  us  to  adopt  the  same  course.  The  work  is  important. 
“Educating  the  children,  the  subordinate  lodges  become  strengthened  and 
invigorated.  In  Scotland  last  year,  1,500  passed  from  the  Juvenile  Temple 
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into  the  Subordinaie  Lodges.  If  any  love  the  order  of  G T.  , and  wish  to 
see  it  prosperous,  let  them  work  with  and  for  the  little  ones,  and  they  may 
thus  best  secure  those  ends.” 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

• 

First  of  all,  let  me  thank  you  for  the  high  honor  you  have  conferred

membership,  not  a fictitious  one,  as  so  many  Societies  present.  I am  so 
fully  conyinced  by  past  experience  in  other  bodies  that  an  over  estimate  of 
members  is  injurious  and  ruinous,  that  I always  endeavor  by  any  amount 
of  pains-taking  to  present  a bona  fide  report  of  each  and  every  Lodge  in 
the  jurisdiction.

Four  organized  about  two  years 
since.  They  have  never  been  visited  nor  had  degrees  till  my  recent  visit  to 
.that  section,  they  needed  help. 

Davidson  County — Has  one  Lodge,  good  standard  one.  Two  Lodges, 
Lexington  and  Midway,  have  succumbed,  the  county  needs  local  work. 

Forsythe  County — Has  one  good  Lodge.  One  has  forfeited. 

Guilford  County— Has  ten  Lodges.  One  has  surrendered,  one  has  not 
been  heard  from— the  rest  in  very  fair  condition.  The  two  Lodges  at 
Greensboro’  have  been  instrumental  in  getting  the  Local  Option  law  car- 
ried and  enforced.  The  county  needs  a working  deputy. 

Person  County—  Has  two  Lodges.  One  is  new,  the  other  has  been  re- 
organized. 

Randolph  County— Has  three  Lodges. . Two  in  fair  condition.  The 
county  needs  help. 

Rockingham  County — Has  five  Lodges.  It  needed  help  very  much,  I 
visited*  tluce  Lodges  in  my  recent  trip'  and  conferred  degrees,  hope  it  will 
start#afresh  now. 


SIXTH  DISTRICT. 


Embraces  the  counties  of  Carteref,  Crave**,  Jones,  Left’oir,  Onslow  and 
Pamlico. 

Has  held  one  District  Convention. 

Carteret  County — Has  four  Lodges,  *11  reported  in  gdod  working  order. 
Atlantic  No.  3,  is  amongst  the  most  successful,  and  best  managed  in  the 
State. 

Craven  County— Has  two  Lodges,  both  in  Newbern,  not  excelled  for 
zeal  and  promptness  by  any  in  the  State.  The  county  needs  a good 
deputy  to  work  up  the  country. 
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Lenoir  County— Has  one  Lodge,  which  is  just  now  in  trouble.  One  has 
surrendered  during  the  year.

Has  held  one  District  Convention. 

Anson  County — Has  four  Lodges,  all  of  which  need  immediate  help. 
Four  others  in  the  County  have  been  organized  but  died  for  lack  of  inhe- 
rent vitality.

The  Lodges  in  this  and  part  of  Eleventh  District,  with  a number  of  others 
gone  down,  were  chiefly  organized  two  years  ago;  but  with  the  exception  of 
three  Lodges  I visited  last  summer  have  had  no  help  since.  Could  we  send 
two  months  help  here,  by  a good  Lodge  organizer,  not  so  much  lecturer, 
a grand  work  might  be  accomplished. 
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deputies. 

During  the  past  four  years  we  have  been  gradually  improving.  Since 
our  last  session  there  has  been  much  more  comprehensive  labor  done  by 
our  County,  District  and.  State  Deputies,  and  it  only  remains  that  every 
District  and  County  be  as  efficiently  worked  as  our  Commissions  contem- 
plate, and  as  some  have  been  this  year.  Our  forms  of  commission  have 
been  commended  as  the  best  extant,  by  those  who  are  competent  to  .judge. 

DEGREES. 

I have  for  a long  time  been  anxious  that  our  degrees  should  be  more  effi- 
cient in  practice  than  they  are.  As  a rule,  every  one  acknowledges  their 
beauty  and  utility,  but  fail  to' use  them  as  they  ought.  To  my  mind  a so- 
lution of  the  question  has  been  found  by  the  action  of  Roanoke  Union 
Temple,  No.  10.  This  Temple  lias  affiliated  with  it  some  four  or  five  Lodges. 
They  hold  monthly  meetings  alternately  at  each  Lodge  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, at  every  Temple  meeting  holding  public  meetings  afterwards. 
The  following  extract  from  Deputy  Bro.  N.  Mathewson,  will  explain- 

“ We  are  gaining  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  Our  Temple  is  popular  with 
the  G.  T’s,  and  our  monthly  meetings  are  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure. 
We  always  have  a pleasant  time,  and  always  have  public  lectures  by  some 
one  of  our  members,  and  we  have  now  some  good  lecturers  belonging  to 
the  Temple — Bros.  Nash,  Kitchen,  Yann,  Root  and  others,  who  are. earnest 
workers.  So  I am  in  hopes  you  will  have  good  reports  hereafter  from  our 
field  of  labor.  We  will  do  our  best  to  conquer — and  should  we  fail,  it  will 
not  be  our  fault. 

With  my  best  wishes  I remain  yours  in  F.  H.  & C.,

.Acting  upon  this  suggestion  I would  strongly  urge  upon  you  the  forma- 
tion of  County  Degree  Temples  or  Union  Temples,  where  a group  of 
lodges  are  near  enough  for  a majority  of  their  members  to  meet  monthly. 
Selecting  the  best  officers  from  the  various  lodges,  and  their  holding  office 
for  a yeai*  will  ensure  the  better  conduct  of  the  work,  and  by  working 
with  one  set  of  books,  will  effect  an  economical  saving. 

POSTAGE. 

Our  postage  account  is  very  heayy;  one  of  the  most  important  items  in 
our  expenses.  I have  during  the  year  devised  various  means  to  make  it 
lighter,  and  have  succeeded  in  sending  out  our  Quarterly  P.  W.  and  Blanks 
at  about  one-half.  I am  glad  to  note  that  the  recent  change  in  the  postal 
law  will  effect  a large  saving  in  the  future. 

GRAND  LODGE  OFFICES. 

During  last  year- it  was  thought  by  many  of  the  leading  members  of  our 
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Order  that  an  office  centrally  situated  would  be  a great  advantage.  On 
tlieir  suggestion  I rented  the  Standard  building  and  fitted  it  up  for  a Lodge 
room,  proposing  to  divide  the  rental  between  the  various  city  Lodges,  the 
G.  L.  and  myself*  It  was  agreed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  pay 
twelve  and  a half  dollars  per  month  for  rent  of  Grand  Lodge  office,. includ- 
ing fire  and  gas.  At  the  commencement  of  this  year*  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  necessity  of  reducing  expenses  at  every  possible  point,  the  Executive 
Committee  would  only  agree  to  pay  ten  dollars.  Afterwards  a still  further 
reductftm  was  considered  necessary,  and  one  of  the  Lodges  having  failed 
to  pay  their  quota,  I was  left  considerably  at  a loss,  which  I could  not  sus- 
tain, and  consequently  removed  to  cheaper  quarters. 

PER  CAPITA  TAX. 

The  reduction  of  the  Per  Capita  Tax  having  been  recommended  by  a 
District  Convention,  I have  taken  some  pains  to  come  to  a thorough  com- 
prehension of  the  question  and  have  made  many  inquiries  in  all  parts  of 
the  country.  I would  be  glad  to  recommend  any  reduction  which  might 
be  made  with  safety  to  the  Order,  and  did  at  our  session,  three  years  ago, 
recommend  its  reduction  from  12}£  to  10  cents.  I can  only  find  that  one 
State  in  the  Union  has  a less  per  capita  than  ours,  and  that  one,  twenty-two 
years  old,  in  one  of  the  largest  States,  with  a membership  of  over  35,000, 
yet  scarcely  any  new  Lodges  having  been  instituted.  Several  Grand  Lodges 
have  a per  capita  tax  of  12^,  15,  and  one  has  25  cents.  Experience  teaches 
that  no  organization  can  prosper  and  be  efficiently  worked  without  a steady 
income,  and  it  also  teaches  that  less  than  10  cents  will  not  keep  things 
moving. 

Ours  is  a Missionary  Order,  and  if  its  organization  in  our  own  locality' 
has  been  productive  of  good,  we  must  be  willing,  not  only  to  pay  enough 
to  keep  it  on  there,  but  contribute  something  to  spread  it  to  every  hamlet 
and  town  which  is  cursed  by  the  terrible  foe.  It  is  not  right  that  Temper- 
ance work  and  expense  should  all  be  borne  by  the  few.  It  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  in  the  future,  at  all  times,  men  will  be  found,  not  only  to  give 
a passing  helping  hand,  but  to  sacrifice  their  time,  tlieir  interests,  and  their 
money,  as  lias  been  done  in  the  past  by  Bro.  Pritchard,  Bro.  Broughton, 
Bro.  Ramsay  and  myself,  and  when  I say  this  I speak  in  no  spirit  of  boast- 
ing but  with  humble  thankfulness  to  God  that  I have  given  the  best  efforts  . 
of  four  of  the  best  years  of  my  life  to  this  great  and  glorious  work. 

I say  again,  if  our  own  community  has  been  benefited  bjr  the  organiza- 
tion of  a Lodge  of  Good  Templars ; if  we  know  of  a single  drunkard  re- 
claimed; of  a single  family  restored. to  happiness;  of  a single. youth  whose 
feet  have  been  turned  into  the  right  paths;  of  a single  church  who  has  add- 
ed to  its  membership  from  our  ranks;  of  a single  soul  redeemed  from  the 
snare  of  the  tempter,  and  saved  by  our  influence  to  family,  friends  and  to 
society;  of  one  only  who  has  gone  home  to  God  shouting  praises  to  Him  for 
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Good  Templary— and  we  know  of  scores  such — I say  then  Glory  be  to  God. 
Shall  we  rest  contented  with  our  triumphs?  Shall  we  refuse  to  do  more 
work?  Nay,  but- our  very  success  in  the  past  should  determine  us  to  greater 
individual  effort,  and  whenever  it  is  not  in  our  power  to  work  individually, 
to  yet  sacrifice' some  small  portion  to  aid  the  work  by  others. 

In  North  Carolina,  even  with  our  sparse  and  widely  scattered  population, 
and  our  general  poverty,  we  yet  as  a Grand  Lodge,  can  hold  up  our  heads 
as  the  equal  of  any.  Only  last  year,  the  third  of  our  ‘existence,  we  were 
surpassed  by  but  one  Grand  Lodge  in  the  number  of  Lodges  organized, 
whilst  our  financial  status  was  far  ahead  of  the  majority.  Compare  for 
one  moment  the  total  cost  of  a private  membership  in  Good  Templary, 
with  that  of  the  most  moderate  of  moderate  drinking,  or  even  the  most  oc- 
casional use  of  tobacco.  Why,  the  total  cost  of  Good  Templary,  in  280 
Lodges  over  the  whole  State  of  North  Carolina,  does  not  equal  the  gross 
receipts  over  the  bar  of  one  liquor  seller  in  Raleigh. 

PERSONAL. 

And  now,  Brethren,  at  the  close  of  my  fourth  year  of  service  allow  me 
affectionately  and  heartily  to  thank  you  for  the  unvarying  kindness  be- 
stowed upon  me  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  continued  confidence  re- 
posed in  me.  Four  years  ago,  when  in  this  Hall,  the  Convention  was  held 
which  called  Good  Templary  to  the  State,  I was  an  entire  stranger  to  all 
but  one,  and  had  only  been  introduced  to  him  by  recommendatory  letter 
about  a week  or  so;’  being  called  upon  for  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to 
the  merits  of  the  Order,  I was  simply  surprised;  when  at  the  organization 
of  Hickman  Lodge,  No.  1,  I was  elected  Outside  Guard,  I was  still  more 
astonished;  but  having  step  by  step  been  led  on  by  my  interest  in  the  cause 
of  Temperance,  and  by  the  appreciation  of  the  members,  and  having  gone 
hand  in  hand  with  the  Order  during  the  whole  of  its  course  in  the* State,  I 
can  only  thank  God  that  he  has  made  me  the  instrument,  however  humble 
and  weak,  in  thus  advancing  this  His  own  work. 

I am  proud  of  my  record,  and  I am  proud  of  the  Good  Templars  of 
North  Carolina. 

Official  position  in  any  sphere  is  apt  to  engender  arbitrariness  aud  asser- 
tion on  the  one  part  and  on  the  other  suspicion  and  distrust,  but  amid  all 
the  arduous  and  the  multifarious  duties  of  my  office,  and  the  many  hun- 
dreds of  ^individuals  I have  had  correspondence  with  during  four  years, 
I have  never  had  occasion  to  write  an  angry  letter,  and  have  received  but 
three  which  have  contained  a harsh  expression,  every  one  of  which  has 
been  withdrawn,  and  fully  apologized  for  upon  a fair  explanation. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  the  past  year, 
especially  to  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  to  our  noble 
G.  W.  C.  T.,  of  whom  I cannot  speak  what  I feel,  for  the  unvarying  kind- 
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ness,  and  the  unanimity  which  has  signalized  our  consultations  and  actions. 
Harmony  which  has  made  duty  a pleasure. 

I am  so  constituted  as  all  my  life  to  have  been  utterly  unable  to  ask  any 
favor  or  to  return  thanks  personally  to  any  one,  but  I feel  none  the  less 
grateful  to  you.  I have  never  sought  the  office,  nor  have  ever  asked  for  a 
vote  for  any  office,  nor  have  I sought  the  emoluments.  I have  taken  my 
salary  because  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  I earned  it,  and  freely  voted  it. 
In  our  somewhat  straightened  circumstances,  owing  to  our  only  receiving 
three  quarters  dues  and  only  one  collection  of  the  Lecture  Tax,  thus  re- 
ducing our  bona  fide  yearly  income  by  fully  one-third,  I should  have  refus- 
ed to  take  the  salary  voted  me,  but  for  the  fact  that  two  years  ago  I. invest- 
ed all  I had  for  the  Good  of  the  Order  in  the  Spirit  of  the  Age,  never 
receiving  or  expecting,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  any  re-imbursement,  nor  pay 
even  for  advertising;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  expecting  and  needing  the 
whole  of  my  time;  thus  without  it  was  unable  to  support  my  family. 

I accepted  the  office  at  nothing,  and  as  long  as  it  was  tendered  me  should 
continue  to  accept  it  on  that  The  only  difference  being  that  without  salary 
I could  not  give  so  much  time. 

To  my  wife  is  due  the  expression  of  my  thanks  for  so  faithfully  fulfill- 
ing the  clerical  duties  of  the  office  when  I have  been  absent  lecturing  or 
visiting  the  Lodges. 

Trusting  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  present  session,  that  our 
counsels  may  be  harmonious,  and  that  in  wisdom  we  may  review  the  past 
and  prepare  for  still  greater  labor,  and  still  higher  achievements  in  the 
future,  I am

Report  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Treasurer. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  f.  0.  G.  T. 

I have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report  showing  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  for  the  past  year.  The  total  amount  received 
from  all  sources  is  #3,121.80,  and  the  total  amount  paid  out  $3,183.71, 
showing  a balance  due  the  Treasurer  of  $61.91. 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  this  is  only  about  three-fourths  of  the  revenue 
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due  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  there  is  still  one  quarter’s  dues  which  has  not 
been  paid  in  to  the*G.  W.  Secretary;  this  is  caused  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
meeting  at  an  earlier  date  than  heretofore,  not  giving  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  time  to  send  in  their  returns. 

There  is  due  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  according  to  the  report  of  the  G.  W. 
Secretary,  and  remaining  unpaid,  including  the  an#unt  due  the  R.  W.  G. 
Lodge  for  supplies,  debts  amounting  to  $1,116.21.  To  offset  this,  the  stock 
of  supplies  on  hand  is  valued  at  $329.76,  and  estimating  the  receipts  of 
the  fourth  quarter  Tit  $1,180.00,  (which  I think  is  a low  estimate),  would 
make  the  amount  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  $1,429.76,  showing  a bal- 
ance on  hand,  after  paying  all  the  indebtedness,  of  $393.55. 

This  I consider  a good  showing  and  would  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge 
<on  account  of  the  healthy  state  of  its  finances.

• Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 

I.  0.  G.  T.,  of  North  Carolina : 

Another  year  has  rolled  away  since  we  last  met  in  Council.  Let  us  thank 
God  for  all  his  mercies  and  benefits. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  Fayetteville,  I was  elected 
Lecturer  for  the- State.  I immediately  entered  upon  an  active  campaign.  I 
have  travelled  nearly  the  entire  State;  it  has  been  done  during  the  “winter 
sndws  and  summer’s  beaming  sun  ” I have  delivered  more  than  one  hun- 
dred public  lectures,  organized  twenty-two  Lodges  and  initiated’eight  hun- 
dred members.  I will  state  that  I devoted  most  of  my  time  to  visiting  and 
lecturing  for  Lodges  that  were  already  in  existence  and  in  a languishing 
condition. 

At  the  invitation  of  our  beloved  brother,  Col.  J.  J.  Hickman,  I spent  two 
months  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,,  in  the  interest  of  our  Order.  I also  spent 
one  month  in  the  town  of  Lenoir,  Caldwell  County,  where  I had  been  sum- 
moned to  the  bedsido  of  a dying  mother.  I will  here  say  that  I did  not  re 
ceive  any  pay  from  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  time  not  occupied  iu  the  field. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Juvenile  Temples  I have  no  report  to  make. 
I have  found  it  difficult  to  keep  alive  the  temples  that  have  been  organized. 

I cheerfully  endorse  the  suggestion  reoommended  by  our  Grand  Worthy 
Chief  Templar — in  his  report. 

Four  years  ago  there  were  but  eleven  Lodges  in  our  State,  with  a small 
membership.  To-day  there  are  nearly  three  hundred  Lodges,  with  a mem- 
bership of  ten  thousand.  North  Carolina  rings  with  glad  shouts  of  glori- 
ous victories  won  and  hearts  made  glad.  The  Temperance  Reform  is  now 
assuming  a prominent  place  in  the  history  of  this  remarkable  age.  Never 
was  a reformation  more  needed  than  this.  For  intemperance,  like  a wild 
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wave  of  fiery  destruction  is  nftw  sweeping  over  our  beautiful  country.  Its 
evils  more  numerous  than  the  devouring  locusts  of  Egypt,  as  ubiquitous  as 
the  deluge  that  drowned  the  Antediluvian  world — as  fierce  as  the  consum- 
ing fires  that  laid  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  smouldering  ashes,  afe  seen  in 
the  enormous  waste  of  pecuniary  treasures,  the  mangled  corpses  of  the 
rum-slain  thousands  in  our  midst,  in  the  sorrow-burdened  widowhood  and 
poverty-stricken  orphans. 

To  arrest  these  gigantic  evils  and  inaugurate  the  beautiful  reign  of  tem- 
perance is  the  grand  object  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars. 

I have  planted  our  banner  in  the  enemy’s  camp  in  every  part  of  the  State, 
and  I would  go  again  if  there  were  as  many  “ Devils  as  Rooftiles.”  Nearly 
every  county  in  the  State  has  been  visited — but  we  still  have  a great  work 
to  perform.  Be  not  discouraged.  Heaven  and  earth  unite  us  to  urge  on  to 
action.  Let  us  buckle  on  the  armor — and  let  us  prepare  for  a grand  cam- 
paign during  this  Centennial  year  of  our  American  Independence,  and 
drive  the  ten  thousand  Rumsellers  in  North  Carolina  from  their  foul  dens 
of  infamjr  and  Hell,  and  then  peace  and  happiness  will  dwell  Xvithin  our 
borders.  God  will  give  us  success.  The  morning  of  final  success  has  al- 
ready dawmed  upon  the  old  North  State.  Its  rays  of  light,  beautiful  as  the 
Aurora  of  the  North,  flash  far  up  towards  the  zenith. 

Thousands  of  eyes  hopefully  watch  the  increasing  light  and  thousands 
of  hearts  rejoice  as  the  full  orbed  sun  rises  above  the  horizon.  And  soon 
that  glorious  orb  shall  reach  meridian  height  and  pour  its  golden  beams 
upon  a State  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  intemperance.  “Each  sun  as  it 
sets  is  bringing  us  nearer  the  joyful  consummation.  Time  is  hastening 
with  gigantic  footsteps  to  the  advent  throne.  • The  sack  cloth  attire  of  a 
new  burdened  creation  will  soon  be  exchanged  for  the  full  robe  of  light 
and  beauty  which  is  decked  a Sabbath  world.” 

May  God  keep  us  to  be  faithful.

W.  B.  Harrell,- 
was  adopted. 

Resolved , That  hereafter  all  resolutions  offered  in  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  referred,  without  debate,  to  the  standing  committee  appropriate  to  the 
subject. 

A resolution  offered  by  Bro.  W.  S.  Moore,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. 

The  District  Deputies  then  present,  made  a verbal  report 
of  their  work  and  of  the  condition  of  the  lodges  in  their 
territory. 

The  Committee  on  Distribution  made  a ’report  distribu- 
ting the  wrork  as  follows : 

To  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. — From'  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief 
Templar’s  report,  that  part  headed,  “ District  and  County  Conventions,” 
“ Visjting  Lodges,”  “ Juvenile  Work.” 

From  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary’s  report,  that  part  headed,  “ Sum- 
mary of  Lodges,”  and  “ Degrees.” 

To  the  Committee  on  Finance. — From  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar’s  re- 
port, “Our  Financial  Condition.” 

From  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary’s  report,  “ Per  Capita  Tax.” 

To  the  Committee  on  Decisions. — The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief 
.Templar.  . 

They  also  recommend  that  a special  committee  be  appointed  on  the 
“ Spirit  of  the  Age.” 


On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan,  12  M to-morrow  was 
made  a special  order  for  taking  up  a contribution  for  the 
Orphan  Asylum.  * . 

On  motion  of  Bro.  W.  S.  Moore,  Brother  Rev.  Dr.  Pritch- 
ard was  requested  to  address  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  neces- 
sities of  the  Orphan  Asylum  at  a quarter  to  twelve. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  H.  Cordon,  a committee  of  three  was 
appointed  to  draft  resolutions  of  co-operation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  the  Orphan  Asylum. 
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The  following  were  appointed  on  said  committee  : 

Bro.  J.  H.  Cordon,  W.  S.  Davis,  W.  S.  Whidbee. 

The  following  were  appointed  the  Committee  on  the 
“ Spirit  of  the  Age 

H,  T.  Jordan,  A.  D.  Cohen,  C.  B.  Green. 

The  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  then  offered  documents 
received  from  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Templar  to  the 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  then  gave  the  unwrit- 
ten work  of  the  Subordinate  Degree. 

The  Grand  Worthy  Chi^f  Templar  then  opened  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  Second  Degree,  mid  called  the  Grand  Worthy 
Secretary,  Bro.  Samuel  J.  Fall,  to  the  chair  to  help  in  the 
work. 

The  following  brethren,  being  members  of  newT  Lodges, 
then  received  the  Degrees:

Bro.  E.  C.  Cuthbert  desired  to  record  his  protest  against  it. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Third  Degree  the  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned. 


Morning  Session — 9J  A.  M. 

After  half  an  hour’s  religious  exercises,  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  A.  D.  Cohen,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar. 
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The  minutes  of  the  Afternoon  Session  of  yesterday  were 
read  and  approved.  Also,  those  of  the  Night  Session. 

By  request  the  Committee  on  the  “ Spirit  of  the  Age”  was 
increased  to  five;  Bros.  W.  S.  Parker  and  J.  W.  Roberts 
were  appointed. 

Bro.  A.  R.  Slaughter  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Outside 
Guard. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  reported  on  the  following 
question  submitted  by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Harrell : 

Does  a member  of  the  order,  who  is  a minor,  violate  his  pledge  in  Art. 
II,  by  selling  beer,  ale  or  cider,  while  in  the  employ  of  his  father,  who 
keeps  a store. 

Answer — Chase’s  Digest,  page  318,  Sec.  .84,  says:  “Any  member  of 
our  order  who  sells  or  gives  away  intoxicating  liquors,  either  for  his  father 
or  employer,  violates  his  pledge.” 

We  recommend  to  add,  “ and  a Lodge  voting  to  excuse  him  violates  the 
Constitution.” 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  following  as 
entitled  to  seats  as  representatives  :

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  Grand  Worthy  Coun- 
sellor was  directed  to  confer  the  Degree  in  the  Senate 
Chamber. 
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The  Finance  Committee  made  a further  report,  which 
was  taken  up  by  sections  : 

I.  In  the  matter  of  the  resolution  relating  to  the  raising  of  additional 
funds  for  the  Lecture  itystem  by  soliciting  contributions  throughout  the 
State,  the  following  resolution  is  offered  : 

fiesolved,  that  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  impose  any  additional  expense 
on  the  Lodges,  and  recommend  that  the  resolution  be  not  adopted. 

The  section  was  adopted. 

II.  In  the  matter  of  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar’s 
report  relating  to  “ non-payment  of  dues,”  the  following  is  recommended  : 

1.  That  the  Lodges  exercise  the  greatest  prudence  in  the  choice  of  Fi- 
nancial Secretary. 

2.  That  each  Lodge  requires  the  names ’of  members  in  arrears  to  be  read 
in  open  Lodge  each  meeting  night  after  the  second  meeting  succeeding  the 
installation  of  officers. 

The  second  clause  of  the  section  was  not  adopted. 

III.  In  the  matter  of  the  per  capita  tax,  we  recommend  that  it  remain 
the  same. 

The  consideration  of  this  section  was  postponed  till  the 
reception  of  the  report  on  the  same  subject  by  the  Committee 
on  State  of  the  Order. 

Bro,  Z.  T.  Broughton  offered  a resolution  relating  to  the 
“Spirit  of  the  Age,”  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  “ spirit  of  the  Age.” 

A resolution  relating  to  the  same,  offered  by  Bro.  W.  S.  ' 
Parker,  was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

A memorial  embracing  a series  of  questions  from  Person 
Lodge,  was  presented  by  Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution. 

A resolution  relating  to  the*Degrees,  offered  by  Bro.  W. 
G.  Matton,  was  referred  the  same  committee. 

A question  on  violation  of  Art.  II,  asked  by  Bro.  W.  J. 
Edwards,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  report 
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of  the  Committee  on  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  was  read,  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  mas  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  destitute 
condition  of  the  Asylums  at  Oxford  and  Asheville  : Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved , 1.  That  we  hereby  tender  the  inmates  of  these  institutions  our 
most  heartfelt  sympathy. 

2.  That  we  will  co-operate  with  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  the  noble  work 
undertaken  by  them,  of  supporting  and  educating  our  orphans;  and  that  we 
herewith  call  upon  our  members  at  this  time  to  contribute  liberally  to  this 
grand  and  laudable  purpose. 

3.  That  we  hereby  call  the  attention  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  through 
their  representatives  present,  to  this  subject  and  urge  upon  them  the  pro- 
priety of  their  constant  aid  and.  co-operation.

The  hour  of  the  special  order,  Dr.  Pritchard’s  address, 
having  arrived,  the  Doctor  took  the  rostrum,  and  after  hav- 
ing eloquently  described  .our  duty  to  these  orphans — the 
heirs  of  immortality,  the  germs  of  power  in  future  years — in 
brief,  but  burning  words  told  of  the  necessities  of  the  Asy- 
lum, and  stirred  the  hearts  of  those  present  by  his  appeal 
for  a liberal  contribution. 

At  the  close  of  his  address,  a collection  was  taken  up  by 
the  following  ladies  : Miss  Mary  A.  Albright,  Miss  Iola  H.  . 

Bledsoe,  Miss  Ida  Barringer,  Miss  Blanche  Fentress,  Mrs. 
Beckwith  and  Mrs.  Ballard. 

The  resolutions  of  the  committee  were  then  heartily 
adopted.  The  collection  amounted  to  $65.10. 

On  motion  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary  was  directed  to 
draft  a copy  of  the  resolutions  and  forward  them  with  the 
cash  to  the  Superintendent,  by  Express. 

The  Representative  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge, 
Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton,  then  read  his  report,  as  follows : 
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Report  of  Representative  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge. 

The  undersigned  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  last  session  of  the 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  held  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  commencing  on  May  28th,  1876,  as.  your  Representative. 

The  session  was  a large  one,  every  State  in  the  American  Union  being 
represented,  together  with  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Wales,  Australia, 
South  Africa,  and  many  other  British  Isles. 

In  the  report  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Templar  the  following  decisions 
were  offered  and  confirmed  : 

1.  Question. — When  a member  is  charged  with  a violation  of  his  obliga- 

tion, should  the  Worthy  Chief  Templar  read  out  the  name  of  the  party 
accused,  of  should  he  appoint  a committee  without  announciug  to  the 
Lodge  the  name  of  the  accused  ? • 

Answer. — When  a Worthy  Chief  Templar  has  placed  in  his  hands  a 
charge  against  a member,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a committee  of  in- 
vestigation, he  should  read  aloud  the  charge,  including  the  name  of  the 
accused,  but  withholding  the  name  of  the  accuser.  Justice  to  the  accused, 
as  well  as  to  the  innocent  members  of  the  Lodge,  would  justify  this  course. 

2.  Question. — A member  of  a Lodge,  being  put  on  trial,  is  declared 
guilty,  and  fined,  reprimanded,  or  otherwise  punished.  On  completion  of 
the  punishment,  he  draws  a clearance  card  and  joins  another  Lodge.  Can 
the  member,  having  drawn  his  card,  appeal  against  the  action  of  the  Lodge? 
Or,  if  such  a member  had  appealed  prior  to  drawing  his  clearance  card, 
does  the  drawing  of  the  card  while  the  appeal  is  pending  stay  the  appeal, 
owing  to  his  having  disconnected  himself  from  the  Lodge  ? 

Answer. — If  the  appellant  is  the  defender  in  the  case,  his  withdrawal 
from  the  Lodge  by  card  would  stay  the  appeal.  The  Lodge  by  granting 
the  card,  declares  the  receiver  free  from  all  charges  ; and  tlie  member  by 
taking  his  card  from  the  Lodge,  frees  the  Lodge  from  all  responsibility. 

3.  Question.— A member  of  a Lodge  prefers  a charge  against  another 
member  of  the  same  Lodge,  and  on  trial  the  accused  is  declared  ‘ ‘ hot 
guilty.”  It  is  assumed  that  any  member  of  the  Lodge  who  voted  against 
the  verdict  has  the  right  to  vote  against  the  acquittal.  Suppose  the  mem- 
ber who  appeals  draws  his  clearance  card  after  appealing,  must  the  appeal 
drop  ? Or,  if  he  draws  his  card  prior  to  appealing,  can  he  then  appeal 
after  his  card  is  granted  ? 

Answer  to  the  first  Question.— The  appeal  would  fall  when  he  drew  his 
card.  To  the  Second  Question  : He  would  certainly  have  no  right  to  appeal 
after  he  had  withdrawn  from  the  Lodge  on  card  of  clearance. 

4.  Question.  — May  the  quarterly  password  be  communicated  to  a mem- 
ber while  on  a traveling  card  ? 

Answer.— Yes  ; provided  the  member  holding  the  travelling  card  fur- 
nishes a certificate  from  his  Worthy  Chief  Templar  to  communicate  the 
password  to  him. 

6.  Question. — Can  a G.  W.  Counsellor,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  institute 
Lodges  without  the  proper  consent  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.? 

Answer. — The  Grand  Lodge,  while  in  session,.,  might,  by  resolution  or 
by-law,  give  such  officer  authority  to  organize  Lodges  ; but,  without  spe- 
cial action,  the  matter  of  introducing  the  Order  would  be  under  the  especial 
direction  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar,  and  his  consent  would  have 
to  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  named. 

7.  Question. — Would  a member  of  a Grand  Lodge  who  had  been  ad- 

mitted under  Art.  I,  Sec.  6,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  be  eligible  as  a 
Representative  to  the  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  ? . 
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The  sessions  of  the  body  were  laborious  and  at  times  animated,  for  most 
part  consumed  in  the  discussion  of  the  following  offered  by  Representa- 
tive Gladstone,  of  Scotland  : 

To  stride  out  from  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  Constitution  Art,  I,  Sec.  3,  the 
words  commencing  with  “ except  ” and  ending  with  “ business,”  and  in- 
sert the  following  in  their  place,  “ except  thatm  any  Grand  Lodge  territory 
where  difference  of  language  or  race  preclude  united  working,  a duplicate 
Grand  Lodge  Charter  may  be  granted,  covering  the  same  territory,  and 
having  jurisdiction  over  all  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  language  or  race  for 
which  it  is  granted  ; and  in  any  case  where  a Grand  Lodge’  excludes  per- 
sons from  membership,  owing  to  language  or  race,  its  jurisdiction  shall,  so 
far  as  the  excluded  community  is  concerned,  be  considered  unoccupied 
territory,  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  or  any  Grand  Lodge  may  mission 
such  portions  till  they  have  sufficient  Subordinate  Lodges  to  receive  a dupli- 
cate Grand  Lodge  Charter  with  co-equal  powers  with  the  senior  Grand 
Lodge  in  that  territory. 

The  following  substitute  was  fhoved  by  Dr.  Oronhyateklia,  of  Canada  : 

Whereas,  R.  W.  G.  T.  Hastings,  as  long  ago  as  1866,  and  such  decision 
was  affirmed  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  decided  in  answer  to  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Question. — What  is  the  law  of  our  Order  touching  the  granting  of  Char- 
ters for  Lodges  composed  of  persons  of  African  descent  ? And  (2)  as  to 
the  expediency  of  such  action  ? 

Answer. — There  is  no  law  of  our  Order  that  would  interfere  with  the 
granting  of  Charters  for  Lodges  composed  of  persons  of  African  descent, 
and  my’own  opinion  is  that  it  would  be  expedient  to  encourage  them  in 
every  wray  in  our  power  to  protect  themselves  from  the  evils  of  intemper- 
ance, and  to  aid  us  in  our  efforts  to  drive  intemperance  from  the  land.  I 
have  a most  earnest  desire  that  in  meeting  questions  of  this  kind,  the  Order 
of  Good  Templars  may  take  the  high  ground  of  Christian  principle , and 
trust  in  God  that  all  will  be  well  in  the  end. — B.  W.  G.  T.  Hastings , S.  7. 

‘ ‘ In  forming  Lodges  of  colored  persons  proceed  in  all  cases  as  though  they 
were  whites.  I do  not  understand  that  our  Order  takes  into  account  the 
color  ot'  a person’s  skin,  any  more  than  it  does  the  color  of  his  hair  or  eyes. 
— Ibid — Chase’s  Digest  1th  edition , page  98.” 

That  in  the  year  1873,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following- 
resolution  : 

“ That  all  Subordinate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Grand  Lodge, 
whose  charters  have  not  been  revoked  or  suspended  for  a violation  of  the 
Constitution,  laws,  or  rules  of  Order,  are  entitled  to  be  recognized  and  re- 
ceive quarterly  passwords,  and  the  refusal  thereof  because  of  race,  color , or 
condition,  will  be  a violation  of  duty  and  obligation. 

Thus  showing  clearly  that  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  has  always 
had  its  doors  wide  open  to  all,  without  distinction  of  color  or  condition. 
That  the  amendment  passed  in  1875,  in  the  following  -words,  to  wit: 

“ Except  after  the  assent  obtained  or  upon  the  petition  of  any  Grand 
Lodges,  or  for  one  or  more  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  immediate  juris- 
diction of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  granted,  covering  a part  or 
-whole  of  the  territory  embraced  by  the  charter  of  such  existing  Grand 
.Lodges  ” — 

Was- not  intended  in  any  way  to  interfere,  and  does  not  in  fact  interfere 
with  the  eligibility  of  any  man,  white  or  black,  to  membership  in  the  Or- 
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der,  bat  -simply  enlarging  the  privileges  and  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  . 
tis  indicated  in  the  amendment,  therefore, 

Resolved , That  any  provision  in'the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  any  Grand 
Lodge,  that  in  any  manner  contravenes  this  well  understood  fundamental 
principle  of  the  Order,  is  absolutely  null  and  void,  and  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  is  prepared  at  any  time  to  revoke  the  charter  of  any  Lodge  that  may 
persist  in  violating  this  or  any  other  law  of  the  Order.  At>  the  same  time 
this  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  undoubted  right  of  each 
Grand  Lpdge>  to  determine  to  whom  it  shall  grant  charters  for  Subordinate 
Lodges. 

That  it  is  not  expedient  to  repeal  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
passed  in  1875,  as  set  forth  above,  as  this  R:  W.  Grand  Lodge  does  not  see 
any  reason  why  the  privileges  so  granted  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
should  be  withdrawn. 

This  substitute  was  adopted,  whereupon  the  Representatives  from  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  Wales,  Nova  Scotia,  and  a part  of  those  from  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  withdrew. 

The 'following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  on  application  from  any  Grand  Lodge  willing  to  pay  the  . 
cost,  the  R.  W.  G.  Templar  shall  send  to  its  present  G.  W.  C.  Templar  a 
manuscript  copy  of  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Initiatory,  Second,  Third 
and  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  such  cipher  to  be  kept  in  trust  by  and  for  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  Chase’s  Digest  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  supplies  fur- 
nished to  Grand  Lodges,  and  that  .the  R.  W.  G.  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
compile  a Digest  containing  all  decisions  of  G.  W.  C.  Templars  or  Grand 
Lodges  as  have  been  ratified  by  this  R.  W.  Graud  Lodge,  so  soon  as  the 
Executive  Committee  believe  the  interests  of  our  Order  demand  and  our 
pecuniary  condition  will  justify  the  expenditure  required. 

Resolved,  That  a Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  prepare  a new  Burial 
Ceremony,  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  R.  W.  G.  Templar,  Col.  J.  J.  Hickman,  Dr.  Oronhy- 
atekha,  and  Rev.  John  Russell,  be  sent  as  Representatives  of  this  R.  W. 
Grand  Lod^e,  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Order  in  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  or  in  any  other  jurisdietion. 

This  last  resolution  called  for  voluntary  plcdges'of  money  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  these  brethren.  The  sum  of  $4,320  wras  subscribed,  and  your 
.Representatives  pledged  our  Grand  Lodge  for  $100  of  that  amount,  and 
ask  that  your  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  forward  the  same  at  once  to  the 
: R.  W.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  following  wras  also  adopted  : 

The  Key  to  the  Password  and  the  Test  was  authorized  to  be  changed. 

Article  8,  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitution,  Section  7,  w’as  amended  by 
making  a violation  of^Article  2 a forfeiture  of  all  honors  earned. 

.Article  1,  Section  6,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  was  defined  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  be  the  privilege  of  sitting  in  Grand  Lodge,  and  participating  in  pro- 
ceedings, making  motions,  presenting  resolutions  and  joining  in  discussions, 
and  eligibility  to  ofiice. 
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The  following  notices  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  were  given  and 
will  lie  over  until  next  session  : 

We  move,  1st.  To  renew  the  proposition  to  abolish  the  re-obligation  cer- 
emony and  all  portions  of  the  Constitutions  relative  to  the  subject. 

2d.  That  a ceremony  of  admonition  be  substituted  in  our  Rituals  for  the 
re-obligation  Ceremony,  when  abolished. 

Resolved , That  this  Grand  Lodge  ask  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  to  institute 
an  officer  whose  title  shall  be  known  as  Worthy  ^ Lecturer,  this  title  to  be 
inserted  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Rituals* 

That  the  election  of  Officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges  take  place  semi-an- 
nually instead  of  quarterly. 

That  all  members  of  the  Order,  who  have  been  in  continuous  fellowship 
for  ten  years  be  made  life  members  thereof. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :

Afternoon  Session— 3 P.  ’M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by  the  Grand 
Worthy  Chief  Templar. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Committee  on  Distribution  made  a report,  referring 
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that  part  of  the  Representatives  report  relating  to  the  pro- 
mise  made  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  $100,  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  made  a report  on  the  Me- 
morial from  Person  Lodge.  The  further  consideration  of 
which  was  postponed. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  made  the  following 
report  on  the  resolutions  offered  by  Bro.  J.  K.  Wheeler. 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  this  Grand  Lodge  can  attain  to  still  more 
glorious  results  than  any  yet  reached,  and  with  an  earnest  desire  to  secure 
thi§  : therefore,  be  it 

Resolved , 1.  That  looking  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  within  proposed  plan, 
the  office  of  State  Lecturer  be  and  is  hereby  abolished. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  first  resolution. 

2.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  to  visit 
each  and  every  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  at  least  once  a year,  and  that  he 
shall  lecture  each  Lodge,  confer  Degrees,  and  give  such  instructions  as 
may  be  required,  giving  special  attention  to  such  Lodges  as  may  be  in  an 
unhealthy  condition. 

3.  That  as  a compensation  for  such  service  as  is  required  in  the  second 
of  these  resolutions,  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  shall  receive  for 
pach  Lodge  visited  five  dollars  ($5),  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  as  additional  remuneration,  for  each  new  Lodge  organized  he 
shall  retain  the  Charter  fee,  less  the  actual  cost  of  such  supplies  as  are 
usually  furnished  at  their  organization. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  second  and  third  resolutions  be  not 
adopted. 

4.  That  the  territory  of  this  Grand  Lodgd  be  divided  into  eight  districts, 
to  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible.  Each  of  these  districts  to  hold  an  an- 
nual convention,  ut.der  such  regulations  as  have  been,  or  may  be  fixed  by 
this  Grand  Lodge.  • 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  fourth  resolution  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  twelve  instead  of  eight. 

5.  That  it  shalfrbe  the  prerogative  of  these  conventions  to  elect  their  own  • 
presiding  officer. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  fifth  resolution  be  not  adopted. 

6.  That  a per  capita  tax  of  two  and  one-half  cents  be  levied  quarterly  to 
constitute  a district  fund,  which  fund  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
District  Treasurer,  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  District. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  sixth  resolution  be  not  adopted. 

7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Deputy  to  visit  each  Lodge  in  his 
district  at  least  once  a year,  and  for  such  visit  he  shall  receive  a fee  of  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  from  the  Grand  Lodge  fund,  and  for  each 
new  Lodge  organized,  he  shall  retain  the  Charter  fee,  less  the  net  cost  of 
supplies. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  seventh  resolution  be  so  amended 
as  to  read,  a fee  of  five  dollars,  instead  of  two  and  a half,  and  void  from 
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Grand  Lodge  fund,  and  in  addition,  that  Deputies  shall  visit  unhealthy 
Lodges  more  than  once  if  needed,  but  shall  not  receive  any  pay  from  Grand 
Lodge  for  subsequent  visits. 

8.  That  the  per  capita  tax  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  reduced  to  seven  and 
one-half  cents  per  quarter  on  each  member. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  eighth  be  so  amended  as  to  read 
ten  cents  per  quarter  per  capita.

'were  found  correct,  but  there  remained  the  sum  .of  $502.41  in  his  hands  as 
shown  by  tlie  printed  balance  sheet. 

That  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  voted  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief 
Templar  $225,  repayment  of  moneys  paid  bjr  him  for  expenses  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties.  Also  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary  $200  additional 
salary  as  intimated  at  Newbern  session.  Also,  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  $75, 
balance,  of  $300  voted  at  Newbern  session. 

That  these  amounts  have  been  paid  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer’s  present 
report.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by  the  G.  W.  C.  T. 

Bro.  V.  Ballard,  G.  W:  T.,  announced  the  sum  of  $6.90 
received  at  the  collection  for  the  Orphan  Asylum  at  last 
night’s  public  meeting. 

The  unfinished  business  being  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  State  of  the  Order, 

On  motion  it  was  postponed  till  4 P.  M. 

The.report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  questions  asked  by  Person  Lodge,  No.  100,  was 
taken  up,  read  and  answered  by  the  committee,  and  action 
taken  upon  each  question  as  follows  ; 

Piust.  A Lodge  voluntarily  surrenders  its  charter  to  'avoid  an  involun- 
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tary  forfeiture  thereof.  The  surrender  is  made  with  an  express  under- 
standing that  the  charter  may  thereafter  be  reapplied  for  and  restored  under 
more  favorable  auspices  , should  such  arise.  Some  weeks  afterwards  it  is 
reapplied  for  and  restored  and  all  accounts  between  the  Lodge  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  adjusted. 

Question  1.  Does  that  temporary  collapse  of  the  Lodge  vacate  the 
office  and  forfeit  the  commission  of  the  Lodge  Deputy  who  is  a member  of 
the  Lodge,  but  does  not  surrender  his  commission  with  the  charter  and 
whose  commission  is  neither  officially  revoked  nor  required  to  he  surren- 
dered ? 

The.  committee  answer  yes. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

^ Question  2.  The  like  inquiry  is  made  in  the  cases  of  County  Deputies,. 
District  Deputies  and  Deputies  for  the  State  at  large  who  stand  in  the  same 
situation  and  sustain  the  same  relation  to  the  subject  matter  of  this  inquiry  ? 

The  committee  answer  }res. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Question  3.  The  same  inquiries  are  made  in  a case  where  the  surrerKler 
is  not  accompanied  with  any  such  understanding  as  to  restoration  of  charter. 

The  committee  answer  yes. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Question  4.  The  same  incfhiries  are  made  in  a case  where  the  Lodge  has 
not  made  a voluntary  surrender  of  its  charter  but  has  absolutely  forfeited  it? 

The  committee  answer  yes. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Second.  Has  the  holder  of  delegated  official  authority  any  power  to  del- 
egate any  of  his  official  authority? 

The  committee  answer  no. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Third.  Can  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  orally  commission  a 
member  of  the  order  to  institute  a Lodge  ? 


The  committee  answer  yes. 
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The  answer  was  adopted. 

Fourth.  Can  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  divide  his  authority  to 
appoint  a deputy  and  join  any  one  with  himself  in  commissioning  a deputy? 

The  committee  answer,  he  can. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Fifth.  Two  Lodges  in  adjoining  counties  unite  in  a public  celebration 
and  effort  to  raise  a Lodge  in  one  of  those  counties,  in  which  county  there 
is  a commissioned  county  deputy,  who  is  present  on  the  occasion  and  ready 
to  act.  A State  Deputy,  who  is  not  a member  of  either  of  those  Lodges 
but  of  a different  Lodge  in  the  county,  which  is  not  that  in  which  the  meet- 
ing is  held,  on  invitation  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  in  his  owTn 
county,  to  be  present  and  deliver  an  address,  appears  on  the  ground,  not 
in  person,  but  by  proxy,  in  the  person  of  a member  deputized  by  him  to 
represent  him,  and  claims  the  right  and  attempts  thus  to  institute  the  Lodge 
then  and  there  to  be  raised.  The  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereon  is 
asked. 

The  committee  answer,  he  had  no  right. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

Sixth.  Such  intrusion,  if  intrusion  it  was,  having  been  repelled  by  the 
County  Deputy,  and  no  Lodge  that  day-instituted,  a second  meeting  is  held 
in  the  same  county  and  neighborhood.  Again  the  County  Deputy  finds 
himself  opposed  by  the  same  deputy  of  a deputy,  the  latter  on  this  occasion 
claiming  to  be  authorized  not  only  by  his  original  deputizer  but  also  by  the 
Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  and  other  persons,  but  showing  no  commis- 
sion. The  second  intrusion,  if  intrusion  it  was,  is  likewise  repelled.  Then 
the  County  Deputy,  claiming  to  be  the  only  person  present  lawfully  author- 
ized to  act,  determines,  after  conference  with  members  of  the  order  in  that 
neighborhood,  not  then  to  institute  a Lodge,  as  there  were  only  ten  names 
to  begin  with,  and  it  was  believed  that  a Lodge  beginning  so  feeble,  in  a 
community  so  apathetic,  would  soon  go  down. and  the  cause  be  injured. 
But  this  Lodge  has  information  that  the  above  referred  to  intruder,  if  in- 
truder he  was,  thereafter  met  these  ten  recent  initiates  in  a county  other 
than  that  of  their  residence  and  other  than  that  in  which  they  are  to  operate 
and  organized  them  into  a Lodge.  The  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
thereon  is  asked.  The  new  initiates,  it  should  be  stated,  were  initiated 
into  and  made  members  of,  the  Lodge  in  the  county  not  of  their  residence 
because  more  accessible  to  them  than  the  other,  and  it  was  understood  and 
agreed  that  as  soon  as  their  number  should  be  so  increased  as  to  make  it 
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advisable  they  might  withdraw  from  the  said  Lodge,  form  a new  Lodge 
and  have  their  own  initiation  fees  turned  over  to  them. 

The  committee  answer,  they  can. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

The  committee  also  recommend  that  County  Deputies 
should  work  together,  and  assist  each  other  in  every  way  to 
build  up  the  order  in  their  localities,  and  should  not  intrude 
or  go  outside  their  jurisdictions  without  instructions  from 
the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  then  considered  as  a 
whole. 

Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan  addressed  the  Lodge. 

Bro.  S.  D.  Booth  made  an  explanation. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  the  report  the  hour  for  the 
Special  order  arrived,  and  it  was  taken  up,  being  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. 

The  first  resolution  and  recommendation  of  the  commit-, 
tee  were  again  read,  as  follows : 

That,  looking  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  within  proposed  plan,  the  office 
of  State  Lecturer  be,  and  is  hereby  abolished. 

The  committee  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  question  being  upon  the  amendment  of  Bro.  J.  K. 
Wheeler  to  the  substitute  of  Bro.  A.  D.  Cohen,  Bro.  Booth 
moved  to  strike  out  both  resolution  and  amendment. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  prevailed. 

Bro.  Cohen  then  moved  the  following  : 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  expediency  of  employing  a State  Lecturer  and  make  such  arrangements 
as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  good  of  the  order. 

Bro.  J.  K.  Wheeler  offered  as  a substitute  the  following : 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  put  no  Lecturer  in  the 
field  during  the  year. 

The  substitute  was  adopted. 
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The  report  of  the  committee  was  then  adopted  as  amend- 
ed as  a whole. 

The  following  report  of  the' Committee  on  Spirit  of  the  Age 
was  then  taken  up  : 

The  Committee  on  the  “Spirit  of  the  Age”  report: 

1.  We  consider  the  necessity  for  such  an  organ  vital,  and  an  organ  indis- 
pensable. 

2.  We  advise  that  the  Grand  Lodge  own  the  paper. 

3.  We  advise  that  it  be  controlled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  We  advise  a per  capita  tax  of  five  cents  per  annum  to  create  a foun- 
dation. 

5.  We  advise  a free  issue  of  five  copies  to  each  Lodge  and  five  additional 
for  every  hundred  members  of  each  Lodge  beyond  ten. 

6.  We  advise  the  purchase  of  the  name,  subscription  list,  good  will,  &c., 

of  the  Spirit  of  the  Age,  or  the  establishment  of  a new  paper,  as  this  Grand 
Lodge  shall  deem  best.  • 

H.  T.  JORDAN,  Chair  map. ' 

A discussion  of  the  subject  ensued  between  Bro.  W.  S. 
Parker,  Sister  Oaksmith,-  Bros;  N.  B.  Broughton  and  C.  E. 
Myrick. 

A motion  to  postpone  the  further  consideration  of  the  re- 
port was  lost. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  not  adopted. 

A resolution  offered  by  Bro.  E.  C.  Cuthbert,  relating  to 
the  Lecture  Tax  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  relating  to 
the  questions  from  Person  Lodge,  was  taken  up,  the  question 
being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  a whole. 

Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan  resumed  his  remarks  and  offered  the 
following  as  a substitute  for  the  report  of  the  committee : 

1st.  A Deputy’s  commission  is  vacated  by  limitation,  resignation,  revoca- 
tion or  withdrawal,  or  dismissal  from  the  order,  and  in  no  other  way; 
Therefore  the  first  four  questions  in  said  paper  are  to  be  answered  nega- 
tively. 

2d.  The  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  cannot  orally  commission  a Dep 
uty  to  institute  a new  Lodge. 

3d.  The  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  cannot  divide  his  power  to  com- 
mission. It  is  a sole  ifldivisable  executive  power.  He  can  only  divide  his 
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power  to  act;  and  thut  he  does  by  commissioning.  Dividing  his  authority 
to  commission  would  be  delegating  power  to  be  re-delegated. 

4th.  The  acts  of  the  District  Deputy  and  of  his  deputy,  recited  in  said 
paper,  were  illegal  in  the  first  instance.  In  the  -second  instance  the  acts  of 
the  Deputy  for  Granville  County  were  both  illegal  and  violative  of  the 
comity  and  good  fellowship  of  the  brotherhood  of  the  order. 

5th.  The  attempted  institution  of  the  said  new  Lodge  was  unlawful  and 
void. 

The  substitute  was  lost. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  as  a whole  was  then  adopted. 

A resolution  offered  by  Bro.  J.  K.  Wheeler  to  constitute 
the  Junior  P.  G.  W.  C.  T.  a member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  no  public  meeting  be 
held  to-night  on  account  of  the  heavy  rain,  but  that  a night 
session  be  held.  « 

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges  pre- 
ferred by  Bro.  F.  M.  Keith  made  the  following  report : 

Raleigh,  N.  C.  Aug.  9th,  1876. 

To  the±  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  I.  0.  G.  T.: 

We  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  charges  against  Bro.  Sam’l 
J.  Fall,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  we  have  made  a close  and  impartial  investigation,  not  only  as  to  the 
defalcation  set  forth  in  the  charges,  but  also  as  to  certain  alleged  agree- 
ments on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar, 
Grand  Worthy  Secretary  and  Grand  Lecturer,  in  order  that  said  defalcation 
be  covered  up,  and  Bro.  Fall  thereby  relieved  by  said  extra  appropriation. 

We  your  committee  find  that  the  statements  made  by  Bro.  N.  B.  Brough- 
ton, our  G.  W.  C.  T.,  before  this  Grand  Lodge  this  morning,  are  verified 
by  all  the  witnesses. 

As  to  any  collusion  there  is  not  a particle  of  evidence  to  sustain  the  alle- 
gation. 

We  your  committee,  therefore,  feel  called  upon  to  state  that  our  investi- 
gations have  obliterated  the  last  particle  of  doubt  in  our  minds  as  to  any 
criminality  or  improper  intentions  on  the  part  of  Bro.  Fall,  and  we  unhesi- 
tatingly endorse  him  as  worthy  of  the  confidence  imposed  in  him  by  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  endorse  him  as  a worthy  Good  Templar.

We  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  recommend  to  the 
County  Lodges  that  they  form  themselves  into  one  or  more  Degree  Tem- 
ples. 


The  above  was  adopted. 

The  second  section  was  stricken  out. 

3.  We  approve  the  action  of  the  G.  W.  Secretary  in  providing  a Sum- 
mary of  Lodges. 

The  third  section  was  adopted. 

The  report  as  a whole  as  amended  was  adopted. 

A motion  that  to-night  at  8J  o’clock  be  set  apart  for  the 
installation  of  officers  was  adopted 

A motion  that  Dr.  Pritchard  be  requested  to  install  the 
officers  to-night  was  adopted. 

On  motion  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  till  8 o’clock. 


Night  Session — 8 P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  order  by  the  G.  W.  C.  T. 

A motion  to  postpone  the  installation  of  officers  till  10 
A.  M.  to-morrow  was  lost. 

A motion  was  then  made  to  postpone  till  9 P.  M.,  upon 
which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded  and  called,  result- 
ing yeas  12,  nays  49. 

The  bonds  of  the  Grand  Worthy  Treasurer  and  Grand 
Worthy  Secretary,  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
each,  were  then  read  and  accepted. 

The  hour  for  the  installation  of  officers  having  arrived, 
the  following  were  conducted  to  the  centre  of  the  hall  and 
arranged  in  due  form  by  the  Grand  Worthy  Marshal,  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  Bro.

Ballard  and  Cordon,  being  called  upon,  submitted  remarks. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan, 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved-,  That  upon  the  retiring  from  the  office  of  G.  W.  W.  T . of  this 
Grand  Lodge  of  our  noble  Sister,  Elizabeth  Oaksmith,  we  desire  to  tender 
her  our  especial  assurance  of  esteem  and  veneration  and  our  cordial  wishes 
for  her  happiness  in  all  her  coming  life. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  Bro.  Z.  T. 
Broughton  : 


Resolved , That  the  Grand  Worthy  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby  required, 
to  publish  all  quarterly  circulars,  acknowledgements  for  receipt  of  Grand 
Lodge  tax,  and  all  other  official  matter  possible  through  the  columns  of  the 
“ Spirit  of  the  Age,"  and  that  the  publisher  of  the  Age  be  required  to  send  a 
copy  of  the  paper  to  each  Lodge  Deputy  under  this  jurisdiction  annually, 
for  the  use  of  his  Lodge. 

Resolved , That  this  Grand  Lodge  agrees  to  pay  for  such  papers  and  ad- 
vertising the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  ($500)  to  be  paid  in  quarterly  in 
stallments  in  advance. 

Resolved,  That  all  matter  thus  published  shall  be  considered  official  and 
so  received  by  all  Lodges  and  officers  under  this  jurisdiction,  and  they  be 
required  to  have  them  read  in  open  Lodge  and  . to  keep  the  paper  filed. in. 
the  Lodge  Room.

Resolved , That  membership  in  these  lodges  be  as  follows:  Four  delegates 
• for  eveiy  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof.  Also,  all  acting  and 
Past  Worthy  Chief  Templars,  Worthy  Vice  Templars  and  Lodge  Deputies. 

Resolved , That  we  recommend  that  each  County  Lodge  be  requested  to 
make  an  earnest  effort,  to  spread  the  order  in  their  jurisdiction  in  visiting 
. and  organizing  new  lodges. 
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Resolved,  That  County  Lodges  shall  be  competent  to  confer  the  degrees 
at  their  meetings,  upon  presentation  of  proper  certificates  of  election. 

A resolution  offered  by  Bro.  J.  II.  Cordon,  respecting 
back  pay  to  Bro.  T.  N.  Ramsay,  was  referred  to  tlie  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  Bro.  C.  B.  Ed- 
wards as  entitled  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree.  The  report 
was  received  and  Bro.  S.  D.  Booth  directed  to  confer  the  de- 
gree on  the  brother. 

The  selection  of  a place  of  meeting  for  the  next  annual 
session  being  in  urder,  several  places  were  put  in  nomina- 
tion, but  upon  motion  the  selection  of  a place  was  left  with 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  following  resolutions  offered  by  Bro.  W.  S.  Whidbee 
were  unanimously  adopted  ^ 

Resolved , That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  tendered  to 
Hickman  and  Bethel  Lodges,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for 
their  very  generous  and  liberal  hospitality  in  providing  homes  for  our  rep- 
resentatives and  visitors,  and  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the}'  have 
entertained  us  ; also,  to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  to  the  choir  and 
the  keeper  of  the  capitol. 

2d.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  tendered  to  the  various 
Railroad  and  Steamboat  companies  for  reduction  of  fare  to  our  Represen- 
tatives.

On  motion  of  Bro.  Bowman  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  tendered  to  the  sister  for  the  kindness  manifested 
in  the  above  offer. 

The  motion  was  adopted  by  a rising  vote. 

Bro.  W.  G.  Matton  offered  the  following  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved , That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  are  heartily 
tendered  to  the  retiring  officers  for  tlieir  valuable  services  during  the  past 
year. 
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Bro.  Fishblate  asked’,  if  members  are  two  quarters  in  ar- 
rears for  dues,  if  the  Subordinate  Lodges  have  to  pay  dues 
on  them  to  Grand  Lodge  ? 

The  question  was  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

Bro.  J.  M.  White  asked  a question  relating  to  the  rein  - 
statement of  suspended  members,  which  was  referred  to- the 
Committee  on  Constitution. 

On  motion  the  subject  of  Juvenile  Temples  was  referred 
to  a committee  of  five  sisters. 

The  chair  appointed  Sisters  E.  Oaksmith,.  Blanche  Fen- 
tress, Olivia  B.  Starr,  Hattie  P.  Russell  and  Jennie  Albright, 

The  following  offered  by  Bro.  S.  D.  Booth  was  adopted. 

That  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  and  G.  W.  Sec.  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
Upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  one  of  our  R.  W. 
G.  L.  Representatives  elect,  towards  defraying  fhein  expenses  to  and  from, 
that  body. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned. 


FOURTH  DAY. 

Morning  Session,  A.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called- to  order  by  the  G.  W.  C.  TJ- 

Prayer  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Harrell. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday’s  sessions  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported,  recommending  the 
following  resolution  introduced  by  Bn>.  J.  H.  Cordon  : 

Resolved , That  Tlieo.  N.  Ramsay  be  paid  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollarsy 
amount  paid  by  him  for  expenses  as  Lecturer  during  the  past  year,  under 
the  resolution  adopted  at  Fayetteville  session. 


The  report  was  adopted. 
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They  also  reported  on  the  following  offered  by  Bro.  J.  M. 
White :

Resolved , That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  a member  of  the 
order  employed  as  a salesman  in  a drug  store,  cannot  sell  spirituous  liquors 
except  on  a physicians  prescription,  and  that  a violation  of  this  resolution 
shall  be  considered  a violation  of  Article  II. 

The  Committee  report  as  follows  : 

It  is  their  opinion  that  any  person  or  persons  selling  spirituous  or  malt 
liquors,  wine  or  cider,  except  upon  a physicians’  prescription,  violates  their 
obligation. 

After  discussion,  it  was  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
“ except  upon  a physicians’  prescription,”  and  insert  “ as  a 
beverage.” 

On  motion  of  Bro.  S.  D.  Booth,  the  whole  matter  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  reported,  recom- 
mending the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  offered  by 
Bro.  J.  K.  Wheeler : 


Resolved , That  the  Junior  Past  G.  W.  C.  Templar  is  hereby  constituted  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  report  was  adopted. 

They  also  reported,  on  the  following 
Bro.  W.  S Moore  :

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  I.  0.  G.  T.: 


Brethren — The  Good  Templars  of  Greensboro’,  seeing  the  grand  re- 
sults of  the  Local  Option  election  in  the  two  Townships  of  which  Greens- 
boro’ is  composed  (on  the  1st  of  May,  1876,)  would  be  recreant  to  their  sa- 
cred trust  were  they  to  withhold  from  this  body  such  information;  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  highly  important  that  this  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge  take  into  serious  consideration  the  act  of  the  Legislature  in  provid- 
ing such  a help  to  the  Temperance  cause,  and  that  it  should  foster  and  en-

The  committee  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  con- 
gratulates the  Good  Templars  of  Greensboro’  and  vicinity 
on  their  success  in  securing  the  adoption  of  the  Local  Option 
law,  and  we  highly  recommend  their  course  to  others. 

After  a brief  history  of  the  mode  of  action  adopted  at 
Greensboro’  at  the  election,  and  statements  as  to  its  success- 
ful operation,  by  Bro.  W.  S.  Moore, 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  committee  also  reported  on  the  following  offered  by 
Sister  Oaksmith  : 

Resolved , That  as  a means  of  rendering  the  co-operation  of  women  more 
effective,  and  as  a means  of  more  thoroughly  educating  her  in  the  high 
duties  she  assumes  when  she  becomes  a Good  Templar,  that  women  be  put 
upon  committees  whenever  it  is  practicable  to  do  so. 

The  committee  endorse  the  opinion  of  the  resolution  and 
beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  to  the  suggestion. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  on  the  following 
offered  by  Bro.  E.  C.  Cuthbert,  recommending  that  it  be  not 
adopted  : 

Resolved , That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  reconsider  any  of  its  actions 
done  whilst  its  attendance  was  full,  as  to  pay  of  officers. 

On  motion,  it  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Committee  also  reported  on  the  following,  offered  by 
Bro.  P.  W.  Wheeler,  recommending  its  adoption  : 

Whereas,  We  deem  it  necessary  that  the  revenues  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
be  increased  in  every  lawful  manner:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved , That  the  sum  of  hfty  cents  be  paid  by  every  member  receiving 
the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  at  any  subsequent  session. 

Upon  motion  it  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Committee  also  reported  upon  the  following,  offered 
by  Bro.  E.  C.  Cuthbert : 

Resolved , That  the  salary  of  the  G.  W.  Secretary  shall  be  six  hundred 
•dollars,  and  he  shall  receive  no  allowance  for  office-rent,  fuel  and  gas. 

Resolved , That  the  G.  W.  Treasurer  shall  receive  as  commission  one  per 
cent,  for  services. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  first  resolution  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  “ nine  hundred  dollars”  instead  of  “six,” 
and  that  the  second  be  so  amended  as  to  read  “ five  per 
cent.” 

The  report  was  considered  separately. 

On  the  first  resolution  Bro.  A.  W.  Edwards  moved  to 
strike  out  “ nine  ” and  insert  “ five.” 

On  discussion  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  unan- 
imously. 

On  the  second  resolution  Bro.  H.  T.  Jordan  moved  to 
strike  out  the  words  “ five  per  cent.”  and  insert  “ no.” 
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Oil  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was 
referred  a petition  from  Eastern  Star  Fountain,  No.  2,  U.  0. 
T.  R.,  Beaufort,  N.  C.,  recommended  that  the  memorial  be 
submitted  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
for  such  action  in  the  premises  as  their  wisdom  and  pru- 
dence shall  suggest. 

On  motion,  the  memorial  was  read. 

Bro.  A.  D.  Cohen  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and 
upon  that  called  the  previous  question.  The  call  was  sus- 
tained and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  reported  on  the  following 
questions  submitted  by  Bro.  J.  M.  White : 

I.  If  a member  has  been  suspended  twelve  months,  and  comes  back  to 
the  Lodge,  how  many  quarter’s  dues  should  he  be  required  to  pay  ? 

II.  Would  it  be  a violation  of  the  Constitution  for  the  Lodge  to  receive 
such  a member  back,  (he  being  clear  from  all  charges,)  by  his  paying  the 
amount  of  Initiatory  Fee? 

The  Committee  answer  that  it  is  the  privilege  of  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  to  legislate  on  rules  of  suspension  themselves. 

The  answer  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

They* also  reported  on  the  following  asked  by  Bro.  J.  C. 
Ellington : 

Question — Does  a member  who  sells  the  fruit  of  his  orchard,  knowing 
that  it  is  to  be  converted  into  cider,  but  not  knowing  for  what  purpose, 
violate  his  obligation  ? 

The  Committee  answer,  No. 

The  answer  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  also  reported  upon  the  following  question 
referred  to  them  : 


Question — Does  a member  of  the  order,  who  is  the  editor  of  a political 
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or  other  newspaper,  violate  his  obligation  by  inserting  the  advertisement 
of  a liquor  seller? 


The  Committee  answer:  Refer  to  Chase’s  Digest,  p.  330, 
sec.  157 : 


We  deem  it  a violation  of  the  principles  of  our  Order  to  patronize  secular 
newspapers  unfriendly  to>  our  cause,  or  religious  periodicals  that  admit 
liquor  advertisements.  R.W.  G.  L.,  13tli  session. 


We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same. 

After  discussion  by  Bros.  Ellington,  Gillam,  Cohen,  Stanly, 
Kitchen  and  Broughton, 

On  motion  the  matter  was  recommitted  to  the  committee. 

A resolution  offered  by  Bro.  S.  D.  Booth,  respecting  pay 
to  Janitor,  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  announced  that  a co-partnership 
had  been  formed  by  Bro.  W.  C.  Bowman  and  the  publisher 
of  the  Spirit  of  the  Age,  by  which  arrangement  Bro.  Bowman 
would  be  the  Editor  and  would  travel  and  visit  Lodges  in 
the  interests  of  an  organ  of  the  order  to  be  entitled  the 
North  Carolina  Good  Templar,  the  price  of  which  would 
be  $2,  and  that  present  subscribers  to  th eAge  would  be  cred- 
ited with  the  value  of  their  unexpired  subscription  on  the 
books  of  the  new  paper. 

The  announcement  was  received  with  great  applause. 

Delegates  were  then  asked  to  aid  the  movement  by  sub- 
scribing themselves  and  pledging  for  others.  The  following 
were  taken  :

F.  M.  Keith,  relating  to 
the  abolishing  of  the  degrees  as  a qualification  for  office, 
being  called  up,  were  on  motion  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  committee  of  sisters,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sub- 
ject of  Juvenile  Temples  for  the  children,  reported  as  fol- 
lows : 


The  Committee  having  examined  the  obligation  for  Juvenile  Templars, 
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and  finding  the  same  unsuited  to  our  people,  beg  leave  to  recommend  and 
urge  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  the  appointment  of  a Special  Committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  a suitable  Ritual,  Constitution,  &c.,  for 
the  children,  under  the  name  of  the  Pioneer  Templars  of  North  Caro- 
lina. That  said  committee,  as  early  as  practicable,  report  their  work  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  their  adoption.

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Opening  Ceremonies, 

HELD  IN  THE  HALL  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 
TUESDAY  MORNING,  August  8th,  1876. 


ADDRESS  OF  Gov.  BROGDEN. 

At  a little  after  10  o’clock  the  Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar,  N.  B. 
Broughton,  introduced  his  Excellency,  Gov.  Curtis  H.  Brogden,  who 
had  been  invited  to  welcome  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  city.  The  Governor 
was  received  with  a round  of  applause,  which  he  acknowledged  by  a grace- 
ful bow.  He  said  : 

Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  and  Members  of  the 

Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars  of  North  Carolina: 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  offer  you  a cordial  greeting  and  a hearty 
welcome  to  our  State  capital.  You  have  assembled  as  friends  and  brethren 
in  a commendable  cause,  and  I hope  you  may  have  a pleasant  and  harmo- 
nious meeting,  which  may  result  in  general  good  and  redound  to  the  benefit 
and  prosperity  of  the  order. 

This  Grand  Convocation  of  so  many  good  citizens  from  different  parts  of 
the  State  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  deep  and  abiding  interest  they  feel  in 
the  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  Christian  virtues  of  Faith,  Hope  and 
Charity. 

We  are  informed  by  St.  Paul  that  “ faith  is  the  substance  of  things  hoped 
for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen.”  And  “being  justified  by  faith,”  we 
may  “rejoice  in  the  hope  of  the  glory  of  God.”  “ And  now  abideth  faith, 
hope,  charity,  these  three,  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity.”  And  it  is 
said  “ charity  shall  cover  a multitude  of  sins.” 

In  our  journey  through  this  life  it  is  not  only  our  highest  duty,  but  it 
should  be  our  greatest  pleasure,  to  do  good.  It  will  pay  far  better  than  any 
other  investment  we  can  make  in  this  world,  both  in  time  and  in  eternity. 

We  are  assured  that  “ whatsoever  a man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap,” 
and  if  we  sow  good  seed  on  good  ground  we  may  expect  by  proper  cultiva- 
tion to  reap  good  harvests.  As  faithful  and  industrious  husbandmen  you 
are  engaged  in 

“ Sowing  the  seed  by  the  daylight  fair, 

Sowing  the  seed  by  the  noonday  glare, 

Sowing  the  seed  by  the  fading  light. 

Sowing  the  seed  in  the  solemn  night. 

Oh ! what  shall  the  harvest  be  ?” 

There  axe  thousands  and  thousands  of  human  beings  reckless  of  their 
course  and  on  the  downward  road  to  ruin,  and  if  you  can  be  instrumental 
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in  restoring  any  number  of  these  frail  and  erring  wanderers  to  the  paths  of 
rectitude  and  sobriety,  and  the  position  of  good  citizens,  you  may  enjoy  the 
consolation  of  having  lived  not  entirely  in  vain,  and  you  will  receive  your 
just  reward  for  well-doing. 

Intemperance,  if  persisted  in,  contributes  to  all  the  evils  and  vices  to 
which  frail  humanity  is  subject;  to  loss  of  health,  loss  of  property,  loss  of 
friends,  loss  of  character,  loss  of  mind,  loss  of  self-respect,  and  loss  of 
everything  which  is  calculated  to  make  a citizen  respectable,  useful  and 
happy.  It  blunts  sensibility,  diseases  the  body,  disorders  the  mind,  de- 
thrones reason,  causes  distress,  suffering,  poverty  and  crime  to  be  felt  and 
deplored  in  homes  where  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness  ought  to  dwell. 
It  is  shown  by  impaired  health,  unhappy  families,  and  uneducated  chil- 
dren. It  disturbs  peace,  creates  discord,  and  causes  distress  and  suffering. 
It  injures  manhood,  disorders  society,  increases  crime  and  leads  to  woe  and 
death. 

If  the  whole  amount  of  money  which  is  spent  annually  for  spirituous 
liquors  was  paid  for  support  of  free  schools  in  each  county,  every  child 
and  youth  of  sound  mind  in  the  State  might  receive  a good  education  and 
become  prepared  for  the  duties  of  life.  I believe  there  is  more  money 
spent  for  spirituous  liquors  than  for  education  in  the  State,  and  probably 
more  than  the  entire  State  taxes.  The  report  of  the  commissioner  of  in- 
ternal revenue,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875,  shows  that  there 
was  paid  to  the  government  of  the  United  States  for  said  year  for  spiritu- 
ous liquors  $52,081,991.12,  and  of  course  the  consumers  paid  that  large 
amount  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  production,  and  the  taxes  and  profits  of 
the  retailers.  There  is  also  a large  amount  of  spirituous  liquors  manufac- 
tured and  sold  without  paying  any  internal  revenue  tax  to  the  government, 
so  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  pay  more  than  $100,000,000  annu- 
ally for  spirituous  liquors.  If  so  large  an  amount  of  money  could  be  ap- 
plied to  educational  purposes  it  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  support  the 
best  class  of  free  schools  all  the  year  in  each  and  every  city,  town,  village 
and  township  in  the  United  States. 

These  facts  are  worthy  of  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  statesman, 
the  patriot,  and  the  political  economist. 

The  origin  of  the  temperance  movement  dates  from  about  the  beginning 
of  the  present  century;  and  the  merit  of. having  taken  the  first  steps  in  the 
matter  belongs  to  America,  where  the  vice  of  drunkenness  appears  to  have 
reached  an  alarming  height  about  that  time. 

In  1826  the  American  Temperance  Society  “to  restrain  and  prevent  the 
intemperate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  ” was  formed.  In  1829  the  New 
York  State  Temperance  Society  was  formed,  and  before  the  close  of  the 
year  1,000  local  societies,  with  100,000  members,  were  in  existence. 

Rumors  of  the  progress  of  temperance  societies  soon  reached  the  old 
world,  and  in  August,  1829,  a society  was  started  in  Ireland,  the  members 
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of  which  pledged  themselves  “ to  abstain  from  the  use  of  distilled  spirits, 
except  as  medicine  in  the  case  of  bodily  ailment;”  and  not  to  allow  the  use 
of  them  in  their  families,  nor  provide  them  for  the  entertainment  of  friends. 

About  the  year  183Q  divers  temperance  societies  were  organized  in  the 
United  States  and  in  ^Ireland,  England  and  Scotland,  and  ministers  of  va- 
rious denominations  were  connected  with  the  cause.  Those  societies  pub- 
lished several  hundred  thousand  tracts  and  pamphlets,  which  were  exten- 
sively distributed. 

The  pledge  taken  by  the  members  of  those  societies  was  simple,  and 
about  as  follows:  “ We  agree  to  abstain  from  distilled  spirits,  except  for 

medicinal  purposes,  and  to  discountenance  the  causes  and  practice  of  in- 
temperance.” 

Numerous  local  societies  have  been  formed  in  the  United  States  and  in 
Europe.  There  is  scarcely  a town  or  village  in  the  country  but  has  its  fra 
ternity  of  abstainers.  Lecturers  are  constantly  at  work;  tracts  and  pam- 
phlets are  being  published  for  the  information  of  the  people,  and  the  pros- 
pects are  hopeful  and  encouraging. 

You,  ladies,  should  be  aware  of  the  influence  you  exert  in  the  world. 
Your  smiles  and  tears  are  arguments  unanswerable  and  invincible.  In  the 
classic  groves  and  vales,  where  your  steps  have  never  strayed,  it  is  often 
felt,  and  causes  the  midnight  lamp  to  shed  a cheerful  ray  when  all  around 
is  drear  and  dark,  and  nought  save  the  untiring  aspirant  for  your  favor 
guards  the  citadel  which  your  fetters  have  bound.  All  the  world  acknowl- 
edges your  sway.  Xerxes,  Hannibal,  Caesar,  Nero,  Anthony  and  Bona- 
parte, were  controlled  by  the  fairy  spell  which  the  windows  of  your  soul 
convey  to  the  heart,  and  your  charms  hold  absolute,  even  despotic,  control. 
It  was  for  a saintly  smile  that  the  enamored  Leander  braved  the  fatal  waves 
of  the  Hellespont.  What  incentive  so  powerful  to  court  distinction  ? For 
what  do  we  wear  the  chaplet  of  fame  but  to  court  your  approval — to  shine 
as  an  emerald  in  the  crown  ? For.  this  wars  have  been  waged,  kingdoms 
depopulated,  thrones  and  sanctuaries  corrupted,  and  mighty  reason  has 
fallen  a weak  and  hapless  child  of  circumstances,  the  mere  plaything  of 
time  and  chance,  at  your  feet.  Your  daring  deeds  of  valor,  your  devotion 
to  the  cause  ef  liberty,  and  your  unexampled  constancy,  have  nobly  won 
for  you  the  eternal  gratitude  of  the  A merican  people.  Your  enrapturing 
voice  has  oft  reclaimed  the  prodigal,  who  was  abandoned  to  despair  and 
lost  to  every  other  argument.  Here  your  influence  for  good  is  felt  and  ac- 
knowledged. Here  you  realize  the  elevation  and  dignity  of  the  high  and 
commanding  position  you  occupy.  The  most  patriotic  efforts  of  man  have 
ever  been  encouraged  and  sustained  by  woman’s  sympathy  and  woman’s 
aid.  It  wTas  woman  wTho  aided  in  the  discovery  of  our  continent.  When 
even  her  husband  turned  a deaf  ear  to  appeals  for  help,  Isabella  pledged 
her  jewels  to  defray  the  expense  of  a voyage  which  enabled  Columbus  “to 
give  a new  world  to  the  kingdoms  of  Castile  and  Arragon,”  and  to  us  the 
most  magnificent  country  in  the  w^orld. 
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To  illustrate  the  universal  esteem  and  admiration  ih  whicli  females  are 
ever  held  by. all  honorable  men,  I merely  allude  to  the  high  respect  shown 
for  a beautiful  lady  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  more  than  one 
hundred  years  ago.  The  general  assembly  of  1770  treated  a new  county  in 
the  centre  of  the  State,  and  adorned'  it  with  the  name  of  Wake  in  compli- 
ment to  the  beautiful  Miss  Esther  Wake,  the  sister  of  Governor  Tryon’s 
wife.  At  a later  period  of  our  history,  when  the  royal  government  had 
been  annihilated,  the  assembly  carefully  and  justly  substituted  the  names 
of  distinguished  Americans,  for  those  of  Tryon,  Dobbs  and  others,  which 
had  designated  several  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  While  the  motion  to 
change  the  name  of  Tryon  county  was  under  consideration,  a proposition 
was  made  by  some  overzealous  patriot  to  change  the  name  of  Wake.  The 
title  of  Tryon  was  expunged,  but  the  ungallant  proposition  to  obliterate 
the  recollection  of  a beautiful  woman  was  rejected  by  acclamation.  The 
city  of  Raleigh,  the  capital  of  the  State,  as  if  to  crown  the  majesty  of 
beauty,  was,  at  a still  later  period,  located  in  the  county  of  Wake,  an  ap- 
propriate name  for  a city,  built  on  a territory  consecrated  to  the  genius  of 
beauty  and  virtue. 

The  ladies  are  ever  first  and  foremost  in  doing  good,  and  with  the  homage 
< of  my  sincere  respect  and  esteem,  I would  say: 

“ Ye  are  stars  of  the  night,  ye  are  gems  of  the  morn, 

Ye  are  dew-drops  whose  lustre  illumines  the  thorn; 

And  rayless  that  night  is,  that  morning  unblest, 

When  no  beam  in  your  eye  lights  up  peace  in  the  breast; 

And  the  sharp  thorn  of  sorrow  sinks  in  the  heart, 

Till  the  sweet  lip  of  woman  assuages  the  smart; 

’Tis  her’s  o’er  the  couch  of  misfortune  to  bend, 

In  fondness  a lover,  in  firmness  a friend; 

And  adorn’d  by  the  bays  or  enwreathed  with  the  willow, 

Her  smile  is  our  mead,  and  her  bosom  our  pillow.” 

In  this  centennial  year  of  our  national  existence  it  is  fit  and  appropriate 
' .to  allude  to  our  progress,  prosperity  and  greatness  as  a nation.  Our  do- 
minion extends  from  Canada  to  Mexico,  from  the  Atlantic  across  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  away  over  to  the  Pacific  ocean,  which  looks  out 
upon  China  and  Japan. 

Our  American  flag  is  now  known  and  honored  throughout  the  world. 
The  laurel  wreath  encircles  us  from  the  rising  of  the  sun  to  the  going  down 
of  the  same.  Angels  of  light  behold  our  unparallelled  prosperity,  and 
while  you  gaze  intensely  on  the  admiring  scene,  waft  the  sincere  aspirations 
of . devoted -hearts  to.  Him  in  whose  hands  the  destinies  of  men-,  angels  and 
■worlds  are  deposited,  that  He  may  long  continue  our  peace,  happiness  and 
prosperity  as  a people  and  a nation,  and  preserve  inviolate  the  sanctity  of 
our  proud  temple  of  freedom,  founded  by  the  patriots  of  the  revolution, 
, supported  by  their  toils  and  consecrated  by  their  prayers.  The  oppressive 
eign  of  tyranny  is  banished  from  our  country,  and  the  towering  eagle, 
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perched  on  the  summit  of  the  tree  of  liberty,  with  the  talisman’s  glittering 
glory  encircled  in  his  talons,  proclaiming  to  all  the  world  freedom  and  pro- 
tection to  all  American  citizens. 

In  behalf  of  the  City  and  State,  I again  extend  to  you  a cordial  greeting 
and  a hearty  welcome  to  the  capital  of  North  Carolina. 


ADDRESS  OF  Rev.  W.  C.  NORMAN. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Gov.  Brogden’s  address,  Bro.  Brough- 
ton introduced  Rev.  W.  C.  Norman,  of  Hickman  Lodge,  No. 
1,  who  welcomed  the  body  in  behalf  of  the  Good  Templars 
of  Raleigh,  as  follows  : 

Members  and  Visitors  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 

Independent  Order  Good  Templars : 

I count  myself  happy  to  be  permitted  to  welcome  you  in  the  name  of  the 
Good  Templars  of  Raleigh. 

Nearly  four  years  ago  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Good  Tern 
plars  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  this  very  hall. 

There  were  then  only  11  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  State. 

It  is  matter  of  congratulation  to  our  noble  order  to  note  its  continued  pro- 
gress from  that  time  until  the  present. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  there  were  62  Lodges  in  the  State — at  the  end 
of  the  second,  150 — at  the  end  of  the  third  230,  and  now  there  are  295 . There 
are  62  Grand  Lodges  in  the  world — one  in  every  State  in  the  Union. 

Greater  progress  has  been  made  in  North  Carolina  by  our  order  in  the  same 
length  of  time  numerically  and  financially  than  in  any  other  State  in  the 
Union.  Your  body  is  ahead  of  every  other  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United 
States  except  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  and  that  has  been  in  existence 
16  years  and  keeps  four  lecturers  constantly  in  the  field.  The  Good  Tem- 
plars now  number  about  10,000  in  this  State,  in  the  United  States  230,000, 
and  embracing  British  America  over  300,000. 

In  welcoming  you  on  this  occasion  I bring  to  your  minds  these  facts  and 
figures,  that  we  may  gather  strength  and  take  courage  from  the  success  of 
the  past. 

There  are  two  prominent  features  of  our  order  which  give  it  great  vantage 
ground  for  successful  operation.  One  is  the  life-long  nature  of  the  pledge. 
The  very  objection  that  has  often  been  urged  against  it  is  the  chief  excellence 
of  its  character — the  hiding  of  its  strength  is  in  the  commitment  of  its  mem- 
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bers  for  life.  Strike  out  that  feature  and  you  remove  the  keystone  of  the 
grand  superstructure.  The  other  feature  is  in  the  influence  of  woman 
brought  to  bear  in  its  workings.  It  is  one  of  the  few  organizations  in  which 
woman  has  equal  rights — and  where  else  has  woman  a better  right  to  claim 
her  privileges  to  work  than  in  the  great  temperance  movement. 

In  this  she  has  shown  herself  worthy  of  the  work,  and  has  given  an  impe- 
tus to  the  cause  that  never  could  have  been  given  without  her  presence  and 
influence. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  look  over  this  audience  and  see  the  represen- 
tatives from  the  different  parts  of  our  old  Commonwealth. 

This  is  an  important  assemblage.  These  are  days  of  reform-  the  cry 
comes  up  from  all  the  nation—  reform  1 reform  ! ! May  the  cry  still  come 
up  until  the  millennial-day  shall  dawn.  But  I declare  to  you,  Good  Tem- 
plars of  North  Carolina,  next  to  the  Church  of  God  you  are  engaged  in  one 
of  the  grandest  works  of  reform  that  ever  enlisted  the  hearts  and  energies  of 
noble  men  and  women. 

Here  you  are,  sons  and  daughters  of  our  beloved  State,  come  up  to  this  our 
annual  festival — come  to  recount  the  struggles  and  victories  of  another  year,, 
and  to  get  a new  commission  and  a new  consecration  for  the  future . 

Let  your  motto  be — 

‘ ‘ Rally  round  the  banner, 

Wake  the  echo  with  your  song, 

Shake  the  hills  with  your  hosannas, 

Swell  the  echo  loud  and  long.” 

Onward , yes  that’s  the  word,  onward  ! The  cause  is  speeding,  a brighter 
day  is  already  dawning.  Some  say  the  world  is  growing  worse.  I do  not  be- 
lieve it.  It  is  growing  better  every  year.  The  Church  of  the  living  God  is 
planting  its  victorious  banners  all  over  every  continent  and  in  every  isle  of 
the  sea.  Many  vices  of  a hundred  years  ago  are  not  countenanced  to-day. 

Drunkenness  is  getting  to  be  an  unpopular  thing,  and  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  is  gradually  moulding  into  sympathy  with  the  efforts  to  banish  it  from 
the  land. 

Some  of  you  have  been  successful  during  the  past  year — some  have  had 
discouragements — but  in  bidding  you  welcome  I bid  you  take  courage. 

We  stand  to-day  upon  the  vantage  ground  already  attained  and  look  away 
into  the  future,  and  we  see  the  city  of  Raleigh  without  a single  bar  room  or 
authorized  vender  of  ardent  spirits ; and  we  see  the  other  cities  and  the  towns 
and  villages  and  townships  all  over  the  State  voting  down  the  liquid-poison, 
until  North  Carolina  is  a temperance  State.  And  then  we  look  further  and 
see  the  sister  States,  and  further  still  the  Canadas  and  Europe  uniting  their 
protest  against  the  deadly  evil  and  hurling  it  out  until  the  whole  world  is 
girded  and  clothed  with  the  spirit  of  temperance.  It  is  coming,  I verily  be- 
lieve it.  Already  the  rays  of  light  are  shooting  up  above  the  horizon,  and  the 
darkness  is  beginning  to  subside,  and  we  hail  with  joy  this  precursor  of  the 
millennial  dawn. 
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I greet  you  to-day  and  bid  you  God  speed — 

41  Welcome,  brothers,  welcome  here, 

Cheerful  are  our  hearts  to-day, 

Tell  us,  we  would  gladly  hear, 

How  our  cause  speeds  on  its  way.” 

Ye  sons  and  daughters  of  noble  spirit  and  glorious  purpose,  welcome,  wel- 
come, thrice  welcome,  to  our  homes  and  hearts. 


ADDRESS  OF  Rev.  W.  C.  BOWMAN. 

Grand  Worthy  Chief  Templar  and  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  Raleigh : 

On  behalf  of  the  delegates  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I have  the  distinguished 
honor  and  the  pleasing  task  of  responding  to  the  eloquent  and  generous 
words  with  which  we  have  just  been  welcomed  to  the  hospitalities  of  your 
city.  And  I could  fain  wish  myself  possessed  of  suitable  powers  to  respond 
in  words  and  sentiments  in  some  measure  worthy  of  our  brother’s  admirable 
address  of  welcome.  But  contenting  myself  to  fall  short  of  this,  I shall  nev- 
ertheless claim  your  indulgence  for  a short  time  while  I give  expression  to  a 
few  responsive  thoughts  and  sentiments  which  it  is  hoped  may  not  be  wholly 
inappropriate  to  the  occasion. 

I can  say,  at  all  events,  that,  in  Heaven’s  kind  providence,  we  are  here,  we 
have  been  welcomed,  and  we  feel  at  home.  We  are  here  from  every  point  of 
the  compass — from  every  latitude  and  every  longitude  of  our  noble  old  State, 
from  the  Alleghanies  to  the  Atlantic.  Some  of  us  from  the  low  Eastern  verge 
where  old  ocean  splashes  his  eternal  surf-song  upon  the  beach,  and  spreads 
far  away  into  the  dim,  vast  infinite.  Some  from  highjwestern  verge,  where 
the  old  North  State  is  fenced  up  to  heaven  with  granite  walls,  where  the  ver- 
dure of  the  mountain  crest  mingles  with  the  cool,  blue  sky,  or  like 

“ Old  Olympus,  stands  and  shrouds 
Its  hundred  heads  in  heaven  to  prop  the  clouds,” 

where  the  breath  of  the  morning  never  loses  its  freshness,  and  the  weird, 
wild  winds  whisper  all  day  long  ; and  where  dame  Nature,  in  the  mysterious 
alchemy  of  her  handiwork,  carries  on  her  grand  system  of  distilleries,  from 
which  ten  thousand  bubbling,  crystal  fountains  and  trickling  streamlets  of 
God’s  own  beverage — 

“ Sparkling  and  bright  in  its  liquid  light,”

We  have  met  to  greet  each  other’s  smile,  to  shake  each  other’s  hand,  to  re- 
hearse the  story  of  the  past  campaign  with  the  good  of  soldiers  engaged  in  a 
common  cause. 

We  are  to  inspect  ©ur  arms,  replenish  our  munitions  of  war,  redistribute 
our  forces,  bid  each  other  God  speed,  and  go  forth  again  to  the  conflict  as
